RAISBS A BAR ON THE TRACK RAISING 


Western Indiana Road Refuses to Ac- 
cept the Sixteenth Street 
Ordinance. 


At the last moment fhe Western Indiana 
road has refused its consent to the track 
elevation scheme at Sixteenth and Clark 


| streets and all the elaborate plans for curing 


the dangerous grade crossings at that point 
have.gone up in smoke. The only maa of 
the agitation and work expended on this 
project is the Alley “‘L”’ road has permission 
to use Harrison street to connect with the 
Union Loop without paying or doing any- 
thing for the privilege. 

The directors of the Western Indiana were 
in session on Friday. and yesterday in New 
York considering the matter, and late yes- 
terday afternoon President Thomas tele 
graphed General Cousel Bancroft of the road 
they had decided not to accept the proposi- 
tion. Mr. Bancroft at once took the infor- 
mation to Mayor Swift, and that settled the 
matter, as yesterday was the last day on 
which the acceptances could be filed. 

All the other roads interested had accepted 
the ordinance. The Rock Island, the Lake 
Shore, and the Alton put in their acceptances 
a week ago, and the Santa F6, the Illinois 
Central, the Burlington, and the Northwest- 
ern filed theirs yesterday. It was a case, 
however, where all the roads had to unite in 
the plan in order to carry it through, and 
the balking of the Western Indiana spoils 
the whole scheme. 

Consequently the grade crossings in Six- 
teenth street across Wabash avenue and 
State street will continue indefinitely, and 
there is no promise of relief for the death 
trap at Sixteenth and Clark streets, where 
the trains of fourteen different railways 
cross those streets at grade. 

Mayor Swift was inclined last evening to 
hope the Western Indiana would yet change 
its mind and elevate its tracks, saying: 

“ Every other road has accepted, and Iam 
inclined to be liberal as regards time with the 
Western: Indiana. Perhaps that road will 
yet accept. I hope it will. Whether the re- 
fusal of the one road blocks the elevation of 
the tracks of the other roads is a question

SWENIE SAVES HIS MEN. 


FIRE CHIEF RESCUES HALF A DOZEN 
MADE UNCONSOIOUS BY SMOKE, 


Blaze in Randolph Street Offers a Death 
Trap Into Which the Marshal and a 
Seore of His Men Walk Without 
Flinching—After a Quarter of an 
Hour Eleven Are Carried Into Re- 
viving AirFlames in William 
Best’s Home, 


Dense smoke in a fire at the auction and 
storage house of Pomeroy Son & Co., No. 
82 Randolph street, at 11 o’clock last even- 
ing imperiled the lives of twenty firemen. 
Chief Denis Swenie was one of them. AS 
it wae, eleven of the number were carried 
from the building in an unconscious condi- 
tion. Chief Swenie himeelf rescued half a 
dozen of these from death.

CALIFORNIA AIRSHIP ON THE WING. 


Aeronautical Society Expects It to 
Light on the Indiana Sand Dunés 
im a Few Days. 


The huge ball of red, green, and orang 
light which startled residents of every vile 
lage and township between Niles Center and 
South Chicago on Friday evening may not 
have been an airship after all. Only the 
most imaginative of those who viewed it 
are willing to take oath to seeing the out- 
lines of hull, rigging, keel, and propeller. 
But if it was not the real article, do not 
blame the Chicago Aeronautical Society. It 
is doing the best it can, and it promises that, 
i. case it turns out the celestia) visitor was 
nothing more & common, everyday 
fixed star of the first magnitude, to have 
@ genuine air-coaster in the neighborhood 
of Chicago before the end of this wéek. 

The official representative cf the Aeronau- 
tical Society, in the absence of President 
Chanute in California to witness the start, is 
Secretary Max L. Kasmar. Mr. Kasmar is 
not inclined to think the manifestation of 
Friday evening was the California airship, 
because he thinks that the vessel hardiy has 
had time to travel 6o far. 

“It has been scarcely three weeks since 
the journey was begun,” he said, “ and, un- 
less conditions of wind and weather have 
been unusually favorable, I do not see how 
the ship could get here before tomorrow at 
the earliest, and I think it more probable 
that it will be the middle of the week before 
Chicagoans have an opportunity of secing 
the invention. I have been. expecting 
some communication from the California 
people telling me when to look for the ship. 
The arrangement was for the ship to stop 
in the sandhilis im Indiana, where Mr. 
Chanute was experimenting last fall, aml 
the society has been planning a quiet recep- 
tion for the navigators. 

‘There is no doubt at all the ship started 
from San Francisco and is now somewhere 
between this city and the Rocky Mouctains.

SOUTH SIDE RESIDENTS TEMPORA- 
RILY ARE SHUT OFF. 


Big Water Main at Fourteenth and 
Dearborn Streets Breaks at the 
Turn, and a New Elbow Is Being Put 
im Place—People Living Above Sec- 
ond Stories Make the Lives of Jan- 
itors a Burden—Relief ls Promised 
Teday. 


The residence district of the South Divis- 
ion suffered a famine in water yesterday aud 
last night. That region lying between Four- 
teenth and Forty-seventh street and east 
of the river was cut off suddenly at noon 
from its usual supply, and householders 
everywhere were in a mild panic. 

At precisely 12 o’clock the pumping works 
at the foot of Fourteenth street were shut 
down. That meant the abstraction of a 
total of 48,000,000 gallons of water from the 
district for the subsequent twenty-four 
hours. The city water department was un- 
able to give any relief to the emergency 
from the East Chicago avenue pumping 
works, but it saved the South Side homes 
from a complete drouth by dividing with 
them the supply furnished by the pumping 
stations at Sixty-eighth street and at Har- 
rison and Desplaines streets. 

This gave to first floor dwellers a modicum 
of water, but people in upper flats and on the 
upper floors of private houses found the 
water faucets as dry as a desert. 


Break in the Big Main. 


All of this trouble and annoyance was the 
result of a break in the great forty-eight- 
inch water main at Dearborn and Fourteenth 
streets, which necessitated the shutting down 
of the pumping station at the foot of Four- 
teenth street for the purposes of. repair. 
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FOR A COMPROMISE ON CANAL ISSUES, 


People Representing the Trustees and 
the Valley Interest Reach an 
Agreement. 


Following the general trend of the ma- 
jority in the Drainage Board, an agreement 
was reached at Ottawa yesterday whose 
purpose is to adjust the differences betwean 
the valley people and the Cook County tax- 
payers. This agreement, if ratified, will be 
taken before the Legislature as a compro- 
mise, but, according to Trustee Eckhart, it 
will be fought by interests outside the val-

It was agreed that the trustees should 
construct swing bridges over the channel, 
but that they should not be compelied to 
operate them before seven years: that any 
citizen or municipality of the valley should 
be authorized to bring mandamus proceed- 
ings to compel the district to obey the law; 
and that the trustees should be empowered 
when mandamused to levy an extra tax to 
cover the cost of any work required: and 
that the Drainage District should not claim 
any water-power beyond the channel. This 
latter leaves the towns along the Desplaines 
and Illinols Rivers and the City of Joliet in 
full possession of the water-power, as here- 
tofore. 

Each side will recommend that the agree- 
ment be ratified by the bodies interested.

It would be possible, however, for the other 
roads to elevate their tracks under the ordi- 
nance, providing % cuurti he Gove without. 
any change of grade on the part of the Weat- 
ern Indians: An amendment.to the ordi-: 
nance was passed at the last meeting of the 
Council, which allowed each road interested 
to act independently of the-other, but the 
trouble is the plans contemplated the West- 
ern Indiana and Santa Fé tracks going under 
those of the other roads, and if the latter 
were ¢levated without the former being de 
pressed it would be imposible for the West- 
ern Indiana and Santa Fé trains to go under 
the elevated tracks of the Rock Island, Lake 
Ghore, Alton and St. Charles Air Line. 

Of course, if the Rock Island and Lake 
Shore were to elevate their tracks regardless 
of allother roads, the Western Indiana would 
be forced to depress its tracks, or elise stop 
running trains east of Clark street; tut it is 
not thought likely this contingency wiil 
arise. Still the roads named have it in their 
power, under the ordinance, to force the 
Western Indiana to terms. The Santa Fé 
cannot, in the nature of things; depress its 
tracks unless the Western Indiana, which is 
parallel and next to it, does also. 

General Manager Truesdale of the Rock 
Island said last evening his road had not yet 
considered the plan of elevating its tracks 
unless all the roads went into the project. 

“ Tt is unfortunate,” he added, ** the West- 
ern Indiana has refused, as the improvement 
was a needed one.”’ : 

As the matter stands now the Alley “L” 
road is the only gainer by all the agitation. 
It now has the use of Harrison street, but 
does not have to.put up its tracks, as the St 
Charles air line will not be elevated. 


BAD VACCINATION ENDANGERS LIVES. 


Health Department te Prosecute Phy~- 
sicians Who Issue Certificates When 
No Sigms of Success Are Visible. 


In the future physicians who issue cer- 
tificates of vaccination te school children be- 
fore the children have shown satisfactory 
evidence of a typical vaccination will be 
criminally prosecuted by the Department of 
Health. - 

Last week a child who had been exposed 
to smallpox for five days at No. 4606 Union 
avenue regularly attended the Graham 
School at Forty-fifth street and Union ave- 
nue, Every pupil in the school was indi- 
rectly exposed to the disease. 

Dr. Garrott of the Health Department be- 
came alarmed when notified of this and de- 
tailed Dr. Reese, a medical inspector, to 
visit the school and see that ali the pupils 
had been vaccinated. Yesterday Dr. Reese 
reported he had discovered five pupils at- 
tending the school who had vaccination cer- 
tificates regularly signed by physicians, but 
who showed no signs of ever having been 
vaccinated.

The fire began at 10:50 o’clock. The call, 
which was sent in by citizens, was respond- 
ed to by all the down-town companies, The 
fire was confined to the basement, from 
which fe blackest smoke was issuing when 
the firemen arrived. It required several 
minutes to break through the area lights 
and the firemen knew they were going to a 
post of extreme danger when they descended 
through the hole.

Fifteen minutés passed and the smoke 
seemed to increase in volume and density 
every moment. It was sickening and smelled 
like burning hair mattresses. The firemen 
outside foresaw the result and several of 
the strongest posted themselves at the top 
of the ladder and listened. 

Pass Out Unconscious Men. 

Soon the sounds of gasping and hurried 
calls below were heard and the firemen 
leaped down the ladder and others took their 
places. Soon a limp fort? was passed out 
and then another until the sidewalk was 
cevered with the unconscious forms. 

The same scenes were enacted in the alley 
where engine company 13 and truck crew 
9 were in the post of danger. Those who 
were brought to the front sidewalk belonged 
to engine company 82 and truck crew 6. 

Chief Swente staid below until the en-r 
dangered men had all been brought out and 
others had taken their places. He took up 
at least six of his fallen comrades in his 
own brawny arms and carried them to the 
foot of the ladders, where they were shoved 
through the dark openings to willing hands 
in the street. 

When the danger was past Chief Swenie 
reappeared, calmly swinging his lantern, 
His eyes did not even betray traces of in- 
voluntary weeping. 

“An old fire dog like myself doesn’t mind 
a little thing like this,” he said as he wiped 
grime half an inch thick from his forehead, 

He said it was the worst smoke he had 
encountered in many months. In addition 
to the eleven men mentioned in the foregoing 
a dozen others dragged themselves to the 
street and fell exhausted to the sidewalk, 
but suffered no serious results. 

Ehret and Hamilton were the greatest suf- 
ferers, though Marshal Horan had a severe 
time of it. The firemen were assisted in the 
work of rescue by several citizens, among 
them Dan O’Leary, who goes to every fire 
to which No. 18 is called. 

This fire gave Chief Swenie an opportunity 
of testing the new smoke cap. It was worn by 
Lieut. James Cunningham of truck No. 6 
and Chief Swenie’s expectations of it were 
fully realized. The material damage due to 
the fire was slight. 

Fire in William Best’s Home. 

The residence of South Park Commissioner 
William Best was damaged by fire yesterday 
afternoon, and for a time his library, with 
its valuable paintings and tapestries, was 
threatened with destruction. 

The Commissioner and all the members 
of his family except his sister, Mrs. George 
Lytle, who was ill, wereatthetheater. The 
gervants called the Fire Department and 
notified Mr. Best by telephone. He reached 
the place before the department had gone 
and gave instructions as to the care of his 
more valuable furnishings. Mrs. Lytle was 
taken to the home of a neighbor. She was 
not seriously injured by the shock. 

The fire started in a storeroom in the 
basement. At the arrival of the Fire De- 
partment the blaze had begun to eat upward. 
A hole was cut in the library floor and a 
stream of water turned downward into the 
basement. 

The police and the Fire Department piaced 
the loss at $500, but Mr. Best estimates it 
at $3,000. Mr. Best’s home is one of the 
many fine residences in Drexel boulevard, 
near Forty-third street. It is valued at 

150,000.

STEEL WORKS 10 START UP AGAIN

Work will be resumed at the works of the 
Illinois Steel company at South Chicago f{6- 
morrow morning. The forty-elght rail 
straighteners who went out on strike last 
Tuesday, thereby tying up the plant, have 
been paid off by the company, and their 
places filled with new mer. There is some 
sentiment among the other employés favor- 
able to the etraighteners, but owing to the 
stand taken by the officials of the Amalga- 
mated Association against the strikers, it 
is not thought it will take the form of active 
opposition to the resumption of work. 

General Manager Walker of the company 
gaid yesterday he @id not anticipate any 
trouble, and thought there was no doubt 
all the other employés would return to work. 

“The action of the strikers has been re- 
pudiated by the officers of their organiza- 
tion,” he said, “ and the latter approves of 
the company’s course. Inasmuch as the

The Water Department was unable, with 
the help of two outlying pumping works, to 
furnish a pressure above thirteen pounds, 
and as the normal pressure is about thirty- 
five pounds, no water could be forced above 
second floors, and in many cases only a 
meager and inadequate supply could be ob- 
tained there. Above that not even a drop 
could be ebtained through the afternoon. 


Janitors’ Lives a Burden. 

As a result there were signs if commotion 
in many flats especially and life became a 
burden to the janitors. They were besieged 
with impatient inquiries and they in turn 
sought the City Engineer’s office to learn 
the source of the trouble. 

None of the large hotels in the district 
were affected and most of the large, modern 
apartment buildings were similarly fortu- 
nate, owing to the fact that they are sup- 
plied with pumping machinery if their own 
and are independent of any pressure in the 
mains for forcing the water through the 
buildings.

going through the mains. A gang of fifteen 
men was at work at the point all of yester- 
day and last night. 

Fire Department Prepared. 

The Fire Department was not greatly wor- 
ried over the shutting down of the Four- 
teenth street station. The decrease in sup- 
ply is not felt so keenly in the fire plugs, 
which are on the street level, as in buildings. 
In the event of a large fire the other pump- 
ing stations would either start additional 
engines, or add to the power of those in use, 
and the deficiency caused by the disabling 
of the Fourteenth street works wovid thus 
be made up. The suction power of the fire 
engines is always strong enough to bring 
any water there may be in the pipes in the 
street. Where the service might be crip- 
pled if a stubborn fire were to start would be 
in the outlying districts, where the pressure 
is not so great as in the,central territories.

REPORT TO THAT EFFECT FROM 
' ROME AT MIDNIGHT. 


Formal Announcement of the Begin- 
ning of Hostilities Between Turkey 
and Greece Said Have Been Made— 
Invasion of Macedonia by 3,000 
Greeks, Whe Destroy Four Turkish 
Outpests, but Are Drivem Back by 
Greater Numbers.

London, April 11.—A dispatch to the Ob- 
server from Rome says that it was reported 
at midnight war had been declared between 
Turkey and Greece. 

A dispatch to the Observer from Athens 
says that 8,000 troops have just started for 
the frontier. 

Athens, April 10 (8 p. m.)—Regarding the 
firing going on between the Greeks and 
Turks on the frontier posts, it is explained 
here that the Greek posts were obliged to 
reply to the fire of the Turks, who, when the 
insurgents crossed the frontier, attacked 
both the insurgents and the posts. 

Athens, April 10 (midnight)—A report has 
been received from Larissa to the effect that 
the insurgents have occupied Baltino, be- 
sieging 800 Turks in the barracks. They 
have already sent nine Turkish prisoners to 
Kalambaka. 


WAR SEEMS ABSOLUTELY CERTAIN. 


Reports Received of the Fighting 
Now in Progress on the 
Frontier. 


[SPECIAL CABLB BY LANGDON PBRRY.|! 

Athens, April 10.—[Copyright, 1897.]}—War 
is absolutely certain. Every available man 
in Athens is being armed and shipped to the 
frontier. 

My dispatch of yesterday is officially con- 
firmed. Three thousand insurgents crossed 
the Greek boundary into Turkey, and threw 
themselves on the Turkish outposts of Fin- 
fki, Berlilaza, and Bimbassi. The Turks at 
first took to flight. Nearby is a small Turk- 
ish blockhouse at Grilanza. The garrison 
fired on the Greek outposts and wounded an 
officer. The Greek troops surrounded the 
blockhouse and the Turks stopped firing. 

The battle between the Greek invaders 
and the Turks, according to the latest re- 
ports from the front, was again renewed. 
Artillery was used on both sides, and four 
Turkish outposts were destroyed. Four- 
teen battalions of Turks were engaged. 

The Greeks divided into three bands when 
they crossed the.frontier. One division was 
attacked by the Turks, and the two others 
closed in and made a strong fight. The 
Greeks were greatly outnumbered, and, it 
is said, were forced back. 

I learn that the 3,000 patriots have prac- 
ticaliy sacrificed themselves, They have 
rushed against a Turkish army of 90,000 
men. When the great body is cut to pieces 
and the rest are hurled back over the fron- 
tier the Greek army will be forced to go to 
their rescue. 

The pretext of war will be found at Arta. 
Col. Mano, commanding the troops at Arta, 
exhorted the insurgents not to enter Epirus, 
saying: “If you go I must follow.”’ From 
sure Sources I know that at this moment 
these heroes are crossing into Epirus. 

Turkey and Greece are straining every 
nerve to be in readiness to strike a decisive 
blow when the time comes. Greece has 
called out two more classes of army re- 
serves, and an Imperial irade has been issued 
at Constantinople ordering the purchase of 
six coast defenee guns, rifles, and quick- 
firing guns, and 1,600 horses for the use of 
the army. 

Three warships of the Turkish fleet jeft 
the Golden Horn today, and three other war- 
ships will leave on Monday to join the 
squadron in the Dardanelles. Bight thou- 
sand volunteers are prepared to start from 
this city for the frontier as soon as war is 
deciared. 

Who the Invaders Are. 


London, April 10.—The Athens corre- 
apondent of the Times telegraphs as fol- 
lows: 

“The band of invaders was organized un- 
der the personal direction of Gonzos, a 
Greek of Alexandria. The headquarters 
were in the valley of the mountainous dis- 
trict of Kelebaka, near the famous mon- 
asteries of Memora. Most of the members 
of the band, which includes a number of 
Italian volunteers, arrived last week by 
special train from Volo. A suitable camp 
was chosen and military organization was 
then proceeded with. The former Greek 
officers, Mylonas and Kapsialotonlos, were 
given the supreme command. Six Captains 
were appointed, two of whom, Zermas and 
Davelis, are well-known insurgent chiefs. 
A large number of subalterns, two surgeons, 
and three chaplains, one of whom is a man 
of gigantic stature and carries the standard, 
were also appointed. Another chaplain is 
a priest from Mount Athos. 

“The day after the arrival of the band 
arms and uniforms, badged with the arms 
of the Ethnike Hetairia (National League), 
were served out, and a commissariat corps 
of sixty men was formed. Mulesarrived for 
the transport service, and on Thursday the 
standard was blessed by the monks of the 
Memora Monastery. It bears the inscrip- 
tion in Greek, ‘En Tonto Nika,’ the equiv- 
alent of ‘In Hoe Signo Vinces.’ 

“ This news has added greatly to tne ex- 
citement here.’’ 


More Greek Troops to Start. 


Athens, April 10.—From 6,000 to 8,000 vol- 
unteérs are preparing io start for the front- 
ier immediately after war is declared. Com- 
mander Soutzo, the best cavalry officer in 
the Greek army, has started for Arta. 

Dispatches received here today from La- 
rissa give details of the invasion of Macedo- 
nia by a force of irregular Greek troops. 
Three thousand men, it is announced, 
crossed the frontier on Wednesday, the day 
after the celebration of the anniversary of 
the declaration of Greek independence in 
1821. Tuesday, the day of the celebration, 
was looked upon as likely to be the day the 
Greeks would select for opening hostilities, 
but Tuesday, in Greece, is considered an un- 
lucky day upon which to embark upon any 
undertaking of importance, and so the 
crossing of the frontier was postponed until 
Wednesday. The Greeks’ expeditery force 
is commanded by ex-officers and ex-non- 
commissioned officers of the regular army 
of Greece, and includes the band of Italian 
volunteers commanded by Col. Cipriani. 
The so-called insurgents are all well armed 
and have been equipped at the expense of 
theEthnike Hetairia, the famous and pow- 
erful Greek secret society, which has been 
the root and branch of the present crisis, 
practically controlling the country. The 
metnbers of the expedition all wear the 
badge of the Ethnike Hetairia and were 
given an enthusiastic send-off by the Thes- 
salian and Greek troops. The latter, it is 
almost unnecessary to add, made no at- 
tempt to prevent the departure of the expe- 
dition, and therefore it cannot be claimed 
that the movement was unknown to the 
Greek authorities. Two Greek flags were 
solemnly intrusted to the charge of the in- 
surgents, and good arrangements have been 
made for forwarding food and other sup-

A telegram from Larissa dated at 8 o'clock 
Saturday afternoon says that the ciicnentee 
fought an engagemert with the Turks.

BOTH SIDES ARE READY TO FIGHT. 


Today the Anniversary ef a Turkish 
Massacre—Balkan States Sign 
Treaty of Alliance. 


London, April 10.—[Copyright, 1897, by the 
Assoviated Press.}—Short of an actual dec- 
laration of war between Greece and Turkey 
the situation could not be graver than it is. 

Tomorrow is the seventy-fifth anniversary 
| of a day the Greeks have only too great 
| cause to remember with horror—the massa- 

ere by the Turks of 40,000 of the imhabitants 
of the Island of Scio during the war of inde- 
pendence. The memory of this, in connec- 
tion with the little the powers have done by 
their vaunted concert, is not likely to put 
the Greeks in the humor to withdraw now, 
even though King George and his Ministers 
are surprised at the immense army Turkey 
has unexpectedly put upon the frontier, well 
armed and organized, in spite of the sup- 
posed want of resources, and may foresee 
the futility of fighting Turkey if the powers 
are determined, as they threaten, that 
cag combatant shall get advantage there- 

rom, 

Whether, once the fighting commences, 
the powers will be able to execute their 
threat is a question of the future. The dan- 
ger of the situation is the fact that Turkey 
is undoubtedly anxious to give the Greeks 
a lesson and has only thus far been prevent- 
ed from so doing by the influence of the 
powers. 

The orders which Edham Pasha, the Turk- 
ish commander-in-chief, received from Con- 
stantinople when the invasion became 
known were to speedily ascertain whether 


among the insurgents who crossed the fron- 
tier. Telegrams conflict upon this point; 
but it may be supposed that Edham Pasha 
will not stop to inquire carefully if there are 
suspected Greek officers among them. 


Scene of the Invasion. 


The country around Krania and Grevena 
is fertile, well wooded and watered, and 
crossed by narrow roads or bridle paths, 
where it is impossible to move large bodies 
of troops, but extremely favorable to guer- 
rilla warfare. The Turks have an entire 
division of infantry, cavalry, and artillery 
at Grevena, under the command of Hakki 
Pasha. Their positions are much stronger 
than those of the Greeks opposite, and it is 
believed it will tax Prince Constantin to the 
utmost to prevent some portion of his troops 
from flying to the help of their compatriots. 

Interest in Crete itself will now lapse, and 
should war break out the Greek fleet will 
immediately proceed to attack the Turkish 
islands. The warships of the European 
fleets already there will hardly suffice to 
prevent the Greeks from taking action. 

An ominous rumor, received in London to- 
day, is that the Duke of York, who is a 
Captain in the Royal Navy, is to join the 
British channel squadron after leaving Lord 
Wolsley, the commander-in-chief of the 
British forees at Gibraltar. The channel 
squadron was intended to form the main- 
stay of the jubilee review, but in the event 
of war it will be impossible for the war- 
ships composing it to take part in the cele- 
bration, 

The Duke of Connaught, who commands 
the Aldershot district, while inspecting the 
Suffolk regiment today previous to its de- 
parture for the Island of Malta to replace 
the troops which have been sent to the Isl- 
and of Crete, exhorted them, under any cir- 
cumstances, to uphold the prestige of the 
British army. 


Why the Blockade Hangs Fire. 


So far as the powers in the concert are 
concerned, the position today appears un- 
changed from what it has been during the 
week. It is understood that the blockade 
of Greece hangs fire because some of the 
powers decline to send the necessary war- 
ships, arguing that as Great Britain pos- 
sesses the largest fleet it ought to endure the 
brunt of the work. 

Great Britain, however, is reluctant to 
constitute itself the policeman of Europe, 
and to discharge a distasteful duty. This 
state of affairs applies also to France and 
Italy, and certainly to Admiral Canesvaro, 
the Italian officer in command of the allied 
fleets, who offered to resign rather than take 
part in the blockade. In so doing he repre- 
sented the feelihg of the Italian natian, but 
fn the interest of the Goncer@ of fhe powers 
he was advised to remain at hig’ post. 

‘ Great Britain, France, an@ Italy favor 
concessions which will enable Greece to re- 
cede from its present position. Russia and 
Austria appear to be rather undecided as 
to what course to: pursue, but Russia is 
credited with the desire to allow. the 
Cretans to decide their fate by a plebiscite. 

Germany declines to yield on any point, 
and besides is encouraging Turkey against 
Greece, and refuses to consent to the broad 
scheme of autonomy for Crete, which has 
been proposed by the other powers. There 
is a rumor at Athens that Germany has at 
last been informed that, since it makes no 
sacrifices, it is not in a position to dictate. 
If this is true, the concert of the powers may 
still become something more than a mere 
name, , 

In spite of official denials it is believed 
that a treaty of alliance between Servia, 
Bulgaria, and Montenegro is on the eve of 
conclusion. The: treaty, however, will re- 
quire Russia’s approval and will pledge the 
three States mentioned to defend the inde- 
pendence of their joint territory. It was this 
news which produced the strained relations 
between Bulgaria and Roumania and led 
the Bulgarians to talk of retaking Dubrudja, 
which was followed by both Bulgaria aud 
Roumania massing troops on the frontier. 

Sir William Vernon Harcourt’s motion to 
discuss the government’s policy towards 
Greece before Parliament adjourns for the 
Easter recess is not expected to have im- 
portant results. He simply wishes to make 
his position clear before the members dis- 
perse for the holidays. His refusal to be 
drawn into moving a vote of censure against 
the government made the recent debate on 
that subject rather languid. There was a 
very small attendance in the House of Com- 
mons during the last week, the members be- 
ing glad to get away, hoping for more excit- 
ing times on their return. 

The debate in the House of Commons on 
Great Britain’s food supply in the event of 
war has attracted considerable attenticn, 
but it has not caused a scare. 

A more interesting subject is Lord Charles 
Beresford’s proposal to rearm with modern 
heavy guns seventeen obsolete warships 
which are now in the reserve. This could 
be done at a cost of a little over £1,000,000 
($5,000,000), or the cost of two ironclads, and 
it would make an exceedingly serviceable 
additional fleet. If this is not done it is 
claimed these vessels ought to be sold and 
new ones built. Lord Cifarles Beresford’s 
navy agitation is meeting With universal 
approval. 


Forerunner .of War. 


A special dispatch from Athens says that 
the invasion of Turkish territory by Greek 
insurgents-is believed to be the forerunner 
of a declaration of war. It is added that in 
spite of the numerous forces already at the 
front two further classes of the Greek army 
reserves have been called out. 

The Evening News this afternoon pub- 
lishes a dispatch from Elassona, dated mid- 
might, which says it is certain the Greek 
invaders were semij-officially organized. The 
dispatch adds that fourteen battalions of 
Turkish troops are now engaged in waich- 
ing the movement of the invaders, whose 
savance parties retired but soon rallied and | 
continued the fight. The Turkish troops are 
ali Albanians, and it is difficult to restrain 
their impetuosity. 

The insurgents, when crossing the fron- 
tier, divided into three bands. The first 
two of these advanced unopposed and the 
third was attacked by the Turks, All three 
bands then reunited and made a good stand. 
The fighting is described as being desperate. 
A special from Vienna says it fs author- 
itatively announced that all the powers have 
now agreed to blockade the Pirseus, the 
purt of Athens, and that they are now send- 
ing reinforcements for that purpose to their 
Mediterranean squadrons, .

RUSSIA, GERMANY, AND AUSTRIA 
WILL COMPOSE IT. 


Emperor William’s Gratd!tous Snub to 
Bismarck Causes Great Indignuation 
—Volume of Exports Greatly In- 
creased—Frederick the Great to 
Have a New Resting Pliace—Tariff 
War with the United States Is Not 
Invited by the German Press. 


Berlin, April 10.—{Copyrigiht, 1897, by the 
Associated Press.}—It its understood on re- 
liable authority that another great shiftimg 
on the political chessboar! of Europe is 
imminent, the relations of France and Rus- 
sia having steadily grown worse, to the é€x- 
tent that they are being artificially bolstered 
up, and the adhesion of Italy to the dreibund 
being, since the financial and military im- 
potency of Italy became glaringly apparent 
by the Abyssinian adventure, but nominal. 
Therefore, a new arrangement for preserv- 
ing the peace balance of Europe has been 
deemed necessary. Since last September 
private letters on this subject have been re- 
peatedly exchanged between Berlin, St. 
Petersburg, and Vienna, and in German 
diplomatic and political circles it is consid- 
ered a foregone conclusion that an under- 
Standing has been reached. ltaly will little 
longer belong to the driebund, even noml- 
nally, and the force of events is gradually 
driving her into the arms of Great Britain 
and France, and, it is beMeved here, with the 
probable speedy victory of the radical party 
in Italy this change will be accomplished. 

France Regarded as Too Fickle. 

On the other hand, the Czar and his ad- 
visers ure said to have decided France is 
too fickle for a reliable ally, and, on the best 
possible authority, the Associated Press is 
informed that an entente, which perhaps 
later will be followed by a formal alliance, 
is to be reached in the spring and summer 
between Germany, Russia, and Austria. 
Some of the preliminaries will be agreed 
upon between Emperor William and his ally, 
Emperor Francis Joseph, during the for- 
mer’s visit to Vienna, which is now definitely 
fixed for April22. Three days later Emperor 
Francis Joseph will visit the Czar at St. 
Petersburg. During these visits the pre- 
liminaries for the understanding between 
the Emperors will be discussed and will 
probably be ratified. Emperor William’s 
visit to the Czar soon after will serve the 
same purpose, The proposed agreement is 
directed mainly against the dubious, shift- 
ing policy of Great Britain on the Eastern 
question and the maintenance of the Eu- 
ropean status quo. 


William’s Insult to Bismarck. 


The fact, which has now become known 
in spite of reports to the contrary, that Em- 
peror William sent neither a message of 
congratulation nor other greetings to Prince 
Gismarck on his birthday, has been gener- 
elty and severely commented upon by the 
(serman press, and has rendered the ©m- 
peror, for the time being, very unpopular. 
ven the Centrist press deems the omission 
to be an act of unpardonable rudeness, and 
l’rince Bismarck is said to be so deeply of- 
fended that he will never forgive his Maj- 
esty. _ 

At Friedrichsruhe it is understood that

Is Allewed to Leave Cabanas 
Fortress.

Havana, Cuba, April 10.—By Way of Key 
West.—[Copyright, 1897.]}—The story of Cel. 
José Amieva of the insurgent army is ro- 
mantic. He was with Gem Rivera when the 
chief was captured. He escaped, but pre- 
sented himself and was put in Cabanas, and 
was released with astonishing rapidity when 
he was found to be an American citizen. 

Col. Amieva says Rivera had only 102 men 
when he was surprised by 8,000 Spaniards. 
He fought till he was wounded and then or- 
dered Amieva to retreat with the other 


Eighty-four of the ineurgents escaped. 

Gen. Rivera was shot twice more and fell 
with Terry and Baccaola by his side—three 
against 3,000. Terry wae killed after being 
made prisoner. ° 

Col. Doucaassi took command of the flying 
insurgents and semt Amieva with a guard of 
six to Gomez to report, All were wounded. 
The party was surprised by thirty soldiers, 
whereupon they scattered. Amleva dashed 
into a canefield and came out again at a dis- 
tant point. Seeing soldiers approaching he 
threw away his arms and papers. When the 
soldiers seized him he told them he was on 
his way to present himself, On Thursday 
he was taken to Cabanas Fortress. He had 
carefully concealed his citizenship lest he 
be shot. He sent a note secretly to Gen, Lee, 
who, finding that Amieva was registered at 
the consulate, wrote to Gen. Ahumada that 
he was an American citizen who had surren- 
dered, ard should be freed. 

Amieva got a prompt reply from Gen. Lee 
that his clerk, Sefior Torca, would be over in 
the morning. The Colonel did not expect ac- 
tion by the authorities for several days, and 
went to sleep. He forgot that Cleveland and 
Olney were not now in office. At midnight 
Amieva was awakened by a Lieutenant- 
Colonel, who saluted him. He almost 
thought that he was dreaming when he 
heard read an order from Gen. Ahumada 
directing the immediate discharge of Ami- 
eva, an American citizen detained after pres- 
entatfon. 

“Why did you not tell us before that you 
were an American citizen?” asked the Gov- 
ernor. ° 

Amieva was taken from his cell to the 
flag room and given a bed. In the morning 
a Captain was detailed to escort him to ths 
city. All the soldiers and officers saluted 
him as he passed out. On the steps he met 
Consul Clerk Torca coming to see him. 

Amieva will return at once to the United 
States, though he can remain Were if he so 
desires. Contrast this prompt discharge 
and pdlite treatment of an American prison- 
er now with the conduct of the same officials 
two months ago. It was never accorded 
under Cleveland and Olney, because it was 
not required. 

Amieva is a dentist, educated at Flatbush 
and Baltimore. In March of last year he 
sailed from Cuba to Tampa in a fifteen foot 
boat to carry dispatches from Gomez to the 
junta. He returned on the Dauntless and 
joined Rivera’s forces. - 

His release furnishes a precedent for the 
discharge of American citizens, Joseph L. 
Cepero and Charles Aguerie. Cepero sur- 
rendered and has a pardon signed by Gen. 
Marin, yet he has been in Santa Clara jail 
for fourteen months, 

Aguerie was on his way to Havana to sgur- 
render. He has been in Cabanas six months. 
The release of both should be demanded at

Salvation Army and Philanthropists 
Planning to Turn Vacant Lots 
Into Produce Gardens. 


The Salvation Army and a nufiber of Chi- 
cago philanthropists are considering plans 
by which the vacant lots of Chicago will be 
turned into a blooming paradise, and the 
unemployed will be given empiqyment and 
the hungry food.

CAREER OF THE DEAD EX-SENATOR. 


Born in Ohio, He Is Reared in Indiana 


Daniel Welsey Voorhees was born in Lib- 
erty Township, Butler County, O., on Sept. 
26, 1827. While he was yet an infant his par- 
ents removed with him to Indiana, settling 


was sent to the Indiana Asbury (now De 
Pauw) University, from which he graduated 
in 1849. After leaving the university he con- 
tinued his law studies and in 1851 was ad- 
mitted to the bar. He began his practice at 
Covington, Ind., and itat once assumed good

He and the New En- 
giand Senator made frequent pilgrimages 
across the plaza to the library and spent 
hours upon hours in rapt admiration of the 
work of the great artists as they placed 
their frescoes upon the walls, and he was 
constantly in consultation with Gen. Casey, 
the engineer who constructed the building.

During the last few years almost all the 
partisan rancor seemed to disappear from 
the Indiana Senator. He realized that his 
life was ebbing away, and he looked over the 
political field with a gentle philosophy pe- 
cullarly his own. He was devoted to long 
drives about the suburbs, and during them 
his poetry and philosophy were given full 
gway. The arrival of the first robin red- 
breast in the spring was a notable event for 
him, and in driving around through the 
Smithsonian and Agriculture grounds he 
always made the driver of the carriage stop 
to give him an opportunity to watch and 
muse over the red-breasted harbingers of 
spring. Those who have seen Senator Voor- 
hees only within the last two or three years, 
when his shoulders began to stoop and his 
eyes were growing dim, could hardly realize 
that he was the eloquent lawyer who had 
made the country ring with his celebrated 
speeches in the John Brown cases.

John E. Cook, one of the followers of the 
enthusiastic fanatic who attempted to re- 
lease the slaves at Harper’s Ferry, was a 
brother-in-law of Gov. Willard of Indiana. 
The Indiana Executive was a close friend 
and admirer of young Voorhees, and induced 
him to undertake the defense of his relative, 
in spite of the fact that party associates 
from all over the country seriously objected 
to it. Prejudice ran high, and it was re- 
garded as unsafe, as well as destructive of 
his career, to undertake the defense of one 
against whom public feeling ran so high. 
At the trial young Voorhees delivered an 
address which attracted much notice, and 
has since beén published in every language 
of the civilized world. Lamar, the Justice 
of the Supreme Court, who'was a scholar 
and mam of letters, pronounced the speech 
the superior of anything he had ever heard 
or read. Voorhees had no manuscript nor 
notes of this speech whem delivered, and it 
made such an impression that every one 
of the distinguished men who were attract- 
ed by the intense interest felt in the trial, and 
were present to hear it, urged him to repro- 
duce it in writing, if he could. This he 
undertook to do.

He secluded himself in a room at the ho- 
tel, and his friends gave orders that no 
one should intrude upon him. In the midst 
of his work there was a knock at the door, 
and presently a man entered and asked 
to see Mr. Voorhees. Voorhees disclosed 
his identity and the man then introduced 
himself as Senator Mason of Virginia and 
said that he had come to see Mr. Voorhees 
to urge him not to permit that speech to be 
lost to posterity, but to write it immediately. 
Voorhees told him that he was then en- 
gaged in attempting to reproduce the speech 
and Mason tmmediately retired, declining 
to interrupt him further. This attracted 
attention to Voorhees throughout the coun- 
try, and while the life of Cook was not 
saved, the law being such as to render that 
impossible, the jury after listening to Mr. 
Voorhees’ eloquence recommended the pris- 
ener to mercy without even leaving the 
box for discussion.

Another of Mr. Voorhees’ most noted 
speeches was before the jury in the case of 
Mr. Hallet Kilbourne. He was Mr. Kil- 
bourne’s attorney in the suit for damages 
for false imprisonment growing out of re- 
fusal to answer questions propounded by a 
Senate committee At e first trial the 
jury brought in a verdict of $100,000 dam- 
ages. The court set this aside, and at a 
new trial-a verdict of $60,000 was rendered. 
This was also set aside and at the third 
trial a verdict of $40,500 was brought in, 
the jury stating that they would have ren- 
dered a heavier verdict but for the oppo- 
sition of the court.

States District Attorney for Indiana. When 
the famous John Brown raiders were to be 
tried in 1859 his services as a lawyer were 
enlisted by Gov. Ashbel P. Willard of In- 
diana, whose brother-in-law, John E. Cook, 
was to be put on trial for participation in the 
raid. It was his defense of Cook that first 
brought Mr. Voorhees into national promi- 
nence, 


He was elected to Congress in 1861 and re- 
elected in 1863, ’65, '69, '71, and '73. He was 
out of the House of Representatives from 
1866 to 1869 as a result of a contest decided in 
favor of his opponent for the seat, Henry D. 
Washburn. In Congress his powers of ora- 
tory soon made him a leader on the Demo- 
cratic side. He was a member of the House 
Committees on Elections, Appropriations, 
Judiciary, Revision of Laws, and the Pacific 
Ratlroads. 


His term in the Senate began in 1877, when 
the Governor of Indiana appointed him to 
fill the vacancy caused by the death of Oli- 
ver P. Morton. He took his seat on Nov. 12 
of that year, and when the term expired in 
1879 the Legislature elected him for the full 
term. He was reélected to the Senaise in 
1885 and agein in 1891, the last term expiring 
March 4 last, when C. W. Fairbanks was 
elected. Through his entire career in the 
Senate Senator Voorhees was a’ member of 
the Finance committee. 


During President Cleveland’s administra- 


| tion for Congress from the Covington dis- 


committee and to his support of the adminis- 
tration’s policy to repeal the Sherman law 
was largely due the final annulment of that 
law. His fight for the repeal of the Sherman 
law was the last important work of the Sena- 
tor. His ill-health is supposed to have had 
its beginning in his hard work during the 
debate over the Wilson tariff bill. In the 
last Senate he was a member of the Com- 
mittees on Finance, Immigration, Library, 
and Internation Expositions. He was Chair- 
man of the Committee on Additional Ac- 
commodations for the Library of Congress. 

The new Congressional Library was one of 
‘the Senator’s hobbies, and to his work is 
due the foundation for the present beautiful 
building. He introduced the first resolution 
calling for the erection of the structure and 
watched with pride its development into a 
reality. 


WILLIAM BEYE BREATHES HIS LAST. 


Former Assistant Treasurer or Cook 
OCceunty and Succeseful Business-Man 
Yields to a Short Lilmess. 


William Beye of the McNeil & Higgins Co., 
wholesale grocers, and for fifteen years 
Assistant Treasurer of Cook County, died 
yesterday afternoon at his residence, No. 242 
Maple avenue, Oak Park. The arrango- 
ments for the funeral have not yet been 
made. 

Mr. Beye went home two weeks ago last 
Monday suffering from pains in the’ head, 
which he attributed to an attack of 
grip. He went to bed and never got up 
again. Last Wednesday his physicians con- 
cluded he was suffering from blood polson- 
ing, in consequence of a kidney affection, 
and that there was no hope of his recovery. 

Mr. Beye was born in Mecklenburg, Ger-

When 18 years old he enlisted as a private 
in Capt. Gerhart’s Company Dof the Eighth 
Illinois Cavalry. He served throughout the 
war, and became a First Sergeant. 

After the war he attended the Elgin Acad- 
emy and Bryant & Stratton’s Business Coi- 
lege, this city.

CONDITION OF THE GROWING CROPS 


Gevermument Heport Puts Winter 
Wheat Average at 81.4, Against 
77.1 a Year Age. 


' 


Washington, D. C., April 10.—The report 
of the Department of Agricukure for April 
makes the average condition of winter wheat 
81.4, against 99.5 om Dec. 1, 77.1 last April, 
and 81.4 at the same date in 1895. Leading 
wimter wheat States show average as fol- 
lows; Pennsytvania, 96; Ohio, 83; Michigan, 
85; Indiane, 65; Illinois, 40; Missouri, 60; 
Kansaa, 80; California, 99. 

The average rye condition was 88.9, againet 
82.9 last year. The condition of the soll at 
time of seeding wae favorable throughout 
the country, a few scattered counties report- 
ing ft too dry or too wet, so that by Dec. 1 
a crop nearly a standard wae indicated. The 
fall off since December, greatest in Iil- 
nois, but strongly shown in every neighbor- 
ing State, and making an average of 18 per 
cent for the whole country, is due to the 
sharp freezes of early winter. Snow cover- 
ing was amplein the Rocky Mountain States 
and westward, but elsewhere to the east it 
was scanty. The deficiency caused little 
damage along the Atlamtic slope, where the 
winter was mild and the favorable indica- 
tions continue, no important wheat State 
showing a condition under 95. 

The condition of winter wheat is reported 
below average in Great Britain, France, and 
Holland because of excessive rains, but 
favorable in Central and Hastern Europe. 
In Southern Russia there have been exten- 
sive resow! but the wet weather has so 
delayed field work in Western Europe that 
the spring wheat area will be greatly cut 
down, the shortage in France alone being 
750,000 acres. 4 
Of horses 2.1 per cent is reported as hav- 
ing died from disease during the year, while 
the losses of cattle were 8.5 per cent, of 
eheep from all causes 5.5 per cent, and of 
swine 14.4 per cent, last year’s percentage 
having been reduced from 2, 3.1, 4.8, and 
12.7 by the exceptionally mild winter. Deaths 
from exposure, 1.6 per cent for cattle and 
8.2 per cent for sheep, against 1.1 and 2.1 last 
year. Present condition of horses, 07.4; of 
cattle, 96.2; of sheep, 94.2; of swine, 90.8; last 
year’s figures having been 97.6, 98, 98.5, and 
93.8, higher in every case.

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Best Oratorical Talent of Chicage Is 
te Be Employed—Selections to Be 
Announced Tomerrow—Prof. BE, W. 
Bemis Will Furnish Statistics— 
Presidernt Doyle Will Present the 
Attitude of the Federation of La- 
bor Toward Pending Legislation. 


The best thought and oratorical talent in 
Chicago will be employed in helping defeat 
the Humphrey bills. The latest adilition to 
the forces is Prof. E. W. Bemis, the sociolo— 
gist. Prof. Bemis has been acting as an ex- 
pert statistician since severing his connec- 
tion with the Chicago University, and he has 
been called upon by the Committee of One 
Hundred to assist in furnishing statistical 
information which. will have weight before 
the State Legislature. 

Prof. Bemis was in consultation yesterday 
afternoon with P. H. Doyle, President of the 
Chicago Federation of Labor. Mr. Bemis 
will not appear personally before the Senete, 
but any knowledge in his possession will be 
freely offered. President Doyle is absolute- 
ly confident thet after all the facts have been 
presented to the Legislature a better judg- 
ment will prevail and the bills will be slaugh- 
tered. 

Cenfident of Their Defeat. 

“Tt was a narrow escape last week,’’ said 
Mr. Doyle, * but I am now confident we will 
be able to defeat the measures. They are 
‘totally iniquitous from a labor standpoint, 
and the working people of this city, so far as 
they are represented by organized labor, 
are absolutely opposed to them. I shall ad- 
dress the Legislature solely from the labor 
standpoint. When I was down there a few 
days ago it looked as though there was no 
chance to stop the bills from going through, 

‘Senators Dwyer and Morrison told me 
openly the bills would go through the next 
day anti nothing could stop them. Senator 
Berry of Will County worked so hard that 
night, however, in conjunction with my- 
self, that we were able to strengthen the 
backbone of the feeble opposition. There 
are some members of the Legislature who 
are radically opposed to the bills, but they 
were at first in such a minority they did not 
have the courage to struggle. Our arrival 
there, however, brought a change. 

“I do not believe the members of Cook 
County want to go against the wishes of the 
working people of the city. If they vote for 
the bills they will have earned no good will 


from us. That may as well be understood 
now as later. If necessary, an issue can be 
made of it. 


‘The laboring interests are against the bills 
because of their absolute lack of anything 
serving to protect us in the future. Nota 
word is said in the bills about the maximum 
or minimum hours of labor or the compensa- 
tion for the same. For the sake of argument 
it may be admitted that Yerkes and the 
other street car magnates pay a fair scale 
of wages at present. 

‘They do not do so because of any philan- 
thropic motives, but because the street car 
employés have gained this point by many 
years of hard work. Yerkes has gone 
through hé strikes, and they have been ex- 
pensive. He has learned the lesson and does 
not care to have further trouble under the 
present conditions. It will be readily be- 
lieved that if he attempted to reduce wages 
to $1.50 a day a wave of indignation would 
sweep across the city which would eventu- 
ally wrest his franchise away from him, 


Yerkes Could Snap His Fingers. 

‘‘ He is afratd to make the attempt now, 
but would under the dictatorial and absolute 
monarchy rights conferred on him by the 
Humphrey bills. Here he would be hedged 
around by supreme power and he would snap 
his fingers at any ‘wave of indignation.’ 
He might cut wages and tell his employés 
and the public to be d——d. The laboring 
people never propose to give him this op- 
portunity if they can help it. 

‘‘When the four-cent fare agitation was 
on the laboring classes stood by the street 
car employés. So did the small merchant, 
who recognized that the threatened reduc- 
tion in wages wouldaffect him. Rather than 
see the wages of 15,000 men reduced the 
other’: working people would be content to 
go on and pay five-cent fares, though we 
know that amount is too large. When 
hedged around by the authority of the Hum- 
phrey bills Yerkes would no longer care for 
the good will of his employés or any oneelise. 
He would do juet as he pleased.” 

Josiah L. Lombard, Chairman of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee of One Hundred, has not 
yet been able to select the speakers who 
will address the Legislature. Franklin Mac- 
Veagh was yesterday requested to be one of 
the four, but Mr. MacVeagh had previously 
made arrangements to be absent from the 
city next week and could not accept. Mr. 
Lombard said that the committee would be 
unable to select the list of speakers before 
tomorrosy. 

The Property-Owners’ Protective Asso- 
ciation of the Sixth Ward, which was or- 
ganized two weeks ago as an auxiliary-to 
the Civic Pederation, met yesterday after- 
noon in Union Hall, No. 3609 Halsted street, 
to receive a report of the committee hav- 
ing in charge the petition against the Hum- 
phrey bills. The officers of the association 
are: President, M. J. Corkery; Secretary, 
P. W. Helway: Treasurer, A. F. Stolty. 

The Chicago Single Tax club also enters 
its protest against the Humphrey bills in 
the following resolution: 

“Resolve, That the Chicago Single Tax 
club enters its emphatic protest against the 
attempted passage of the so-called Hum- 
phrey bills, by which it is thought to per- 
petuate the franchise of street railway com- 
panies, gas companies, and other monopo- 
lies; and we denounce them as subversive 
of the rights of the people, and repugnant to 
the American idea of local self-government. 
And, while thus protesting, we would call 
the attention of the people to the fact that 
the power of these monopolies for evil may 
be checked and the just rights of the people 
restored by instituting the single tax, which 
will take the entire value of these franchises 
for public purposes.’’

ym répeal the civil service 
law now in force in Chicago, friends of the 
merit system held a conference in the rooms 
of the Civic Federation yesterday afternoon 
and took steps toward organizing against 
the passage of the proposed repealing law. 


The conference not restricted to mem- 
bers of the Civie F tion, nor to the rep- 
resentatives of &ny political party. Repub- 
licans and Democrats alike met and main- 


_}- tained that there is no occasion at this time 


to tamper with the-law; which they hold has 
accomplished good results, and with which 
the people at large have expressed no dis- 
satisfaction. 

Newton A. Partridge, Chairman of the 
Civil Service committee of the Civic Federa- 
tion, was made Chairman of yesterday's 
conference, and among others present were 
the following:

The conference was in session over two 
hours, and the time was taken up with a 
lively discussion of what was styled the 
attempt of spoilamen te rob the friends of 
good government of.their chief weapon. 

The workings of the civil service law thus 
far were gone into, and the unanimous opin- 
ion was that no defects in the measure had 
become apparent demnanding either repeal or 
amendment. 

** We do not believe,’’ said Chairman New- 
ton A. Partridge at the close of the confer- 
ence, “that the law has been thoroughly 
tested enough to determine its value or its 
defects, if it has any. It was the unanimcus 
opinion of those present today that the law 
ought to be allowed to stand as it is, at least 
until the next Legislature convenes. 

“We were also agreed on another point, 
and that is there is no ground for the claim 
that Mayor-elect Harrison is an enemy of 
civil service, or that he will not enforce the 
law in keeping with the spirit of the law. 
None of us, from personal acquaintance or 
otherwise, believes that there is any occa- 
sion to advance this claim as a reason for 
repealing the law at this time. 

** Neither have the people registered their 
opinion as opposed to the law. Every per- 
son present at this afternoon’s conference 
denied the claim that the perpetuation of 
the civil service system was an issue in the 
municipal campaign, 

“It was the unanimous conclusion of the 
conference that it shall be the policy of the 
Civic Federation and the Civil Service Re- 
form League to oppose the passage of the 
repealing bill in all honorable ways that are 
possible.”’ 

The conference concluded its discussions by 
authorizing the Chairman to select a com- 
mittee of five persons to take charge of the 
opposition to the repealing bill. This com- 
mittee will be announced by Chairman 
Partridge as soon as he can make his selec- 
tions. 

At a meeting to be held on Tuesday the 
Union League club will pass upon resolu- 
tions framed by the Committee on Political 
Action and in opposition to the passage of 
the proposed bill repealing the civil service 
law. 

The resolutions recount the improvement 
in municipal government that has already 
resulted from the passage of the law, and 
provide for the appointment of a committee 
of five members of the club to submit the 
views of the organization to the General 
Assembly. 

The resokutions are as follows: 

Whereas, The Union League club of Chicago 
has long been interested in the adoption of the 
merit system of appointments of public employés 
in our city, county, State, and Nation, and took 
most active part in the movement resulting in 
the enactment of the act of the General Assem- 
bly of Illinois of March 20, 1895, entitled ‘* An 
Act to Regulate the Civil Service of Cities '’; and 

Whereas, This club, with other clubs and or- 
ganizations, also took a most active part in the 
support of this law in the campaign for its adop- 
tion by popular vote by the City of Chicago, re- 
a in its adoption by about 50,000 majority; 
anc 

Whereas, Since the law went into effect a valua- 
ble and practical system of rules to carry out 
the purposes of the act has been adopted bythe 
Civil Service Commission of the city, in drafting 
which the city had the benefit of the experienced 
services of the Hon. John T. Doyle, Secretary of 
the National Civil Service Commission; and 

Whereas, There has been a marked and un!- 
versally recognized improvément in the char- 
acter of the civil service of the city under this 
law; and 

Whereas, Since the adoption of this law and as 
a@ result thereof the police have for the first time 
abstained from interference with primary, munic- 
ipal, and other, elections, thereby avoiding the 
use of the public service to defeat the free and 
honest conduct of elections; 

Resolved, That-the Union League club of Chi- 
cago strenuously protests against any repeal or 
modification of this law by the Legislature this 
session; 

Resolved, That the President of this club is 
authorized to appoint a special committee upon 
civil service legislation to submit the views of 
the club to the General Assembly of Illinois, now 
im session, and to take such measures as they 
find expedient to support the views of the club and 
defeat the proposed repeal.

“conservatism.” It is equal to as much 
as 1 per cent on the $5,000,000 past due 
coupons of the Lehigh and Wilkesbarre 
Coal company carried on Jersey Central’s 
balance sheet as ifve assets. If this con- 
servatism can be continued each quarter it 
will offset those coupons in the course of 
about twenty-five years, provided mean- 
while those coupons are not disposed of to 
some ambitious junk man. It is a great 
thing to save $50,000 for a corporation that 
on its own account and more or less directly 
for the account of a subordinate coal com- 
pany has a floating debt account of some- 
thing like a dozen millions of dollars. This 
whole Jersey Central business is nauseat- 
ing. The stock has dropped to 77 from 97, 
where it was when the Lehigh and Wilkes- 
barre disclosures were mate in these dis- 
patcnes. I don’t like to predict where its 
future quotation will be. It’s hard to face 
Jersey Central facts and be polite. 


Flower on Chicago Uas. 


One of the incidents of the week has been 
a sudden spirited rally in Chicago Gas. Chi- 
cago interests have, apparently, had small 
interest in this. Dispatches from Chicago 
have not been very cheerful in discussing 
the company’s situation. Wali street, how- 
ever, is persuaded that the property finally 
is on a safe basis, earning the dividends 
it pays and sure to continue ‘to earn them. 

Today I asked Gov. Flower, who in Wall 
street is recognized as the financier of the 
Syndicate controMing the Chicago Gas com- 
pany at present, what he was willing to say 
regarding the property’s situation, and he 
answered: “ Nothing, except that I have 
always eaid, that the man who has Chicago 
Gas stock will get par for it. I do not 
say that for the guidance of speculators—I 
do not mean te say that the stock is going 
from where it is now immediately to par. 
But eventually Chicago Gas will get to that 
normal level. The business of the company 
is excellent. Earnings are increasing. It is 
making considerable more money than last 
year, even with the reduced price of gas in 
Chicago. 

“‘ As to all of the talk regarding further 
legislative attacks upon the company, I 
haven't d@nything to say. We have had all 
kinds of such attacks in the past, and we 
earned money even when they were going on. 
We have been assailed at ahnost every point. 
There is hardly anything left on which to 
base further action against us, Chicago Gas 
is in excellent condition. We have money in 
hand to pay our dividends, and I have no 
doubts as to the future, either of the com- 
pany or of the stock market value of its 
securities.” 


Threats of War. 


The week closes with threats of European 
war. If there does develop a real fight be- 
tween any of the European nations Wall 
street will get a quick shaking-up, along 
with all the other markets of the world. 
Such depression would not last long. Quick 
cheerfulness would follow. American com- 
modities would be forthwith in unprecedent- 
ed demand, and at prices which would cure 
Populism. We might have to take back a 
good many securities held abroad, but there 
would be compensations manifold and mag- 
nificent in the crowding cargoes of farm 
and factory products that every foreign 
power would bid for and take at our own 
prices.

Delicate Indian Question. 

The disagreeable subject of the spread of 
contagious disease in the British army in 
India forces its way at increasing length into 
the press here, and the papers of India are 
talking of nothing else. It is not difficult 
to understand the violent anger with which 
the Anglo-Indians comment on the situation. 
They know, or ought to know, India, its 
climatic, hygienic, and social conditions, and° 
they are tearfully unanimous in insisting 
there is only ene possible way of dealing 
with what all admit is a very grave state 
of affairs half way round the globe. 

However, in the latitude of Labrador is 
a chilly island inhabited by theologians and 
moralists who adopt the fanatical view that 
this disease is a sort of scourge of God, with 
which it would be impious to interfere. This 
wouldn’t matter if it stopped there, but 
they have, unhappily, the power to impose 
their will on the Government of India, and 
they do it with insolent disregard of the 
pleas, protests, and proofs hurled at them 
by united India. Since Stead ran amuck 
ten years or more ago every British Min- 
istry has been timid as a hare about pro- 
voking another such crusade, and even the 
present Ministry, despite its immense ma- 
jority, has only ventured on a cautious 
compromise policy, which will only disgust 
India, and do little or no good. If they had 
the courage to grasp the nettle firmly I 
fancy they would have discovered that En- 
giand can no longer be, ruled by its sexual 
cranks, 


Germany’s Self-Made Man. 

In all Germany there was no more notable 
figure of a real man than Dr. Von Stephan, 
who not only built the best postal system 
in the world for his own country, but pow- 
erfully affected postal development all over 
the globe. He is habitually -spoken of in 
Prussia as the only truly self-made man in 
high official life, and it is not infrequently 
added that he is worth all the others bunched 
together. He was the son of a Pomeranian 
Village artisan, and had no academic ad- 
vantages. Yet he won a patent of nobility 
and honors of a university by the sheer force 
of his abilities. Starting as a poor postal 
clerk, through some miracle his great tal- 
ents «won recognition early, and he was 
brought into the service of the State. He 
founded three complete postal systems to 
meet the needs of three different stages of 
German expansion. He invented the post- 
cards, he added the telegraph to the postal 
service, and invented the system of pay- 
ment by words. He buried the telegraph 
wires, so that today an invading army could 
do little to impede internal communication. 
He originated and pushed‘to completion the 
magnificent idea of the Weltpost Verein. 
Great as these things are, I always think his 
finest achievement is in the money-order 
line. If you are known to have a postal or- 
der in Germany the carrier chases you up 
at once, with the money in his wallet, where- 
as elsewhere the routine of formal applica- 
tion is necessary, and here in England the 
fact that you possess one converts you into 
a sort of public enemy, whom all postal of- 
ficilals combine instanter to baffle and per- 
secute. Stephan enjoyed, moreover, the 
unique position of being the only public man 
in Germany whom everybody loved, whom 
nobody ever criticised, and whom even the 
Social Democrats cheered just as admiringly 
as did the merchant princes. 


Whistler as an Enemy-Maker. 

The reappearance of Whistler as a prac 
titioner of the gentle art of making enemies 
quite deservedly overshadowed the rest of 
Pennells sult against the Saturday Review. 
It was, indeed, for all public purposes, 
Whistler’s suit, since, if anybody but Walter 
Sickert had written the offending words, it 
is incredible that proceedings would have 
been brought at all. Sickert was for years 
Whistler’s specially beloved disciple, and 
leaned on his angular bosom so ostentatious- 
ly that less-favored members of Whistler’s 
faithful flock found it often hard to bear. 
After the celebrated incident of Sir William 
Eden’s cheque, however, Whistler, to his 
grieved bewilderment, saw Sickert walking 
in the street and chatting with this Baronet 
As if this were not monstrous enough, 
George Moore was there, too. There was 
nothing for it but to write to Sickert a letter 
of the most approved Whistlerian type. 
After this, other letters were written, which 
many people have seen, and which, I dare- 
say, will be printed in due time, and the feud 
was so bedecked with brilliant epigrams and 
so alive with quaint individualities that it 
could not but become the talk of the art 
world. Its progress has been watched all 
winter with amusement. This libel suit 
seems to have been expected to bring outa 
great deal of interesting matter, but the 
Judge kept it strictly confined to the tech- 
nical questions, so that practically the sit- 
vation has not been altered. A law court ls, 
after all, too clumsey and coarse a tribune 
for such a delicaté tourney of wit and frony 
as Whistler still has it in him to provide

lAbel actions always come in cycles here, 
and after a long intermission we are now 
having a most interesting series. Marion 
Terry has just been given $2,500 by a jury 
which did not even leave the box against a 
newspaper which, along with many warm

One of the Tory members of the House of 
Commons from Liverpool named Houston, 
who is @ prosperous company promoter and 
general financier, has been mulcted in $40,- 
000 damages, not for having tricked a firm 
of brokers into going short on some stock of 
which he held a monopoly, but for having 
written a letter saying they had defaulted 
in the matter of delivery. For the offense 
iteelf there seems no way of reaching him, 
but the English libel law is such a vast and 
comprehensive drag net that the fact that 
he was injudicious enough to comment in 
writing on what he had done suffices to bring 
down om him a penalty obviously made 
heavy enough to cover Re whole transac- 
tion. 

Lances for Cavalry. 

Some years ago I reported the conclu- 
sions reached by a party of English ex- 
perts who went to Germany to study the 
question of arming cavalry with the lance, 
which had just been done there, and who 
urged the adoption of the plan here. A 
tentative step in that direction has now been 
taken by changing the Twenty-first Hus- 
sars into lancers. It is understood that a 
number of similar changes are to follow 
shortly. The weapon used is of tubular 
steel, ten feet long, and I found among 
triends in the Rheinish Cuirassiers last win- 
ter that though the men at first loathed 
it, they now think well of it. Officers be- 
lieve they will charge in battle with much 
more confidence, as well as execution, than 
in the old days of the saber.

PREPARATIONS AGAINST TRANSVAAL. 


More Troops to Be Sent There and Ves- 
sels Are Chartered—Feeling Is High 
Against Oom Paul. 


London, April 10.—There are indications 
that the British preparations against the 
Transvaal multiply in many directions. It 
was semi-officially reported during the week 
that two more regiments have been notified 
to prepare for service in South Africa, and 
negotiations are pending with Scotch ship- 
owners for four transports, to be ready by 
the end of June. 

Though President Kruger has court-mar- 
tialed his grandson, Lieut. Eloff, for using 
insulting language towards Queen Victoria, 
the most bitter comments can be heard in 
the clubs and among the better classes of 
people here against President Kruger, who, 
it is claimed, has done as much as Lieut. 
Eloff to insult the Queen. 

‘The Liberals are evidently beginning to 
scént coming troubles, and are raising up a 
warning finger. Truth on this subject says: 

“There is serious danger that we shall 
drift into war with the Transvaal. Lord 
Salisbury’s government is apparently bent 
upon forcing a quarrel upon President Kru- 
ger.

If the outcome is not war this is only because 
the wiser men in the ministry have at length 
realized that war with the Transvaal does 
not mean a contest with a puny African 
tribe, but a race war in which a majority of 
the whites at the cape and all the Boers will 
be against us.” 


WAYNE MACYBAGH SAILS FOR HOWE.

~ London, April 10.—Wayne MacVeagh, the 
retiring United States Ambassador to Italy, 
will be the first of the retiring American 
diplomats to reach home, as he sailed for 
New York today. When asked what he 
thought of the new United States Cabinet 
Mr. MacVeagh promptly said: 

**I think the country isto be heartily con- 
gratulated upon its members and the same 
is true of the diplomatic appointments. The 
gentlemen selected are, I believe, in every 
instance admirably fitted for the posts as- 
‘ signed to them.” 

Regarding the extra ne of Congress 
and the proposed new tariff, Mr. MacVeagh 
said: 

‘“‘I think President McKinley did exactly 
right in calling an extra session. I do not, 
myself, believe the protective system is any 
longer needed in the United States; but I 
recognize that the recent election entitles 
the Republican party to pass a bill satisfac- 
tory to the advocates of high duties, and, 
therefore, the sooner it is passed the better.

Miss Marion Terry’s Verdict. 
The vagaries of English justice were queer- 
ly illustrated by three verdicts this week. 
Miss Marion Terry, one of a widely known 
theatrical family, got a verdict of £500 
($2,500) against a newspaper which falsely 
printed that she intended to marry her 


brother-in-law, while Joseph Pennell, an 


American artist, assisted by an American 
colleague, Mr. Whistler, got only £50 ($200) 
damages from the critic of the Saturday Re- 
view, who bad of practical dis- 
honesty in concealing the fact that his etch- 
ings transferred from paper were really not 
drawn on the stone itself. There was the 
usual difference of opinion among the artist 
witnesses, and Mr. Whistler’s testimony, of 
course, was amusingly cynical.

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ATHLETES TO CONTEST IN CHICAGO FOR NATIONAL HONORS 
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athletic events. Recently, however, the in- 
ventions of several men have resulted in 
bringing out legs and arms of such perfect 
construction that they can be used with a 
fair semblance of the normal limbs. Run- 
ning, jumping, hurdle racing, and bicycle 
riding would have been thought impossible 
a few years ago for legless men, but now 
men with even two artificial legs can do all 
these things with an ability that would put 
to shame the efforts of nine out of ten of the 
amateur aspirants for athletic honors. 

The meet next June will be the third annual 
meet of the same kind. The first two were 
held in Pittsburg, the home of the Cripples’ 
Protective Association.. Both previous 
events were t successes, and, although 
smal and. in.their infancy, proved such a 
novelty that considerable sums were realized 
for the general fund of theagesociation. This 
year, knowing that novelty and enterprise 
are sure to take in Chicago, it was decided to 
hold the annual meet here in order to make 
as much as possible for the benefit fund. To 
a certain extent, therefore, the affair will 
have a charitable purpose in it. Ten thou- 
sand spectators are expected to crowd the 
seating capacity of the Bankers’ field, the 
extraordinary merit and interest of the affair 
being relied upon to prove a gredt drawing ' 
card, 

The contestants will be divided into four 
classes, according to the mechanical exigen- 
cies of their misfortunes. Class A will in- 
clude those who have both legs missing be- 
low the knee. Class B will include those 
who have one leg gone below the knee. Class 
C includes those who have one leg lacking 
above the knee. Class D will be the one- 
armed men. It is a strange fact, told by the 
artificial limb makers in this connection, 
that there are almost no persons who are 
lacking in both arms. The total number in 
the United States does not reach over forty, 
in comparison with nearly as many thousand 
crippled in other ways. For this reason there 
is no class made for the totally armless men.

Railway Cripples’ Association does not want 
to get for its members. But the kind which 
will enable a legless man to box, run, wres- 
tle, and ride bicycle almost as well as a 
normal individual, is what it is looking for. 


Is Like Bicycle Racing. 


This feature of the annual meet—that of 
making it a contest or exhibition of the 
various makes Of artificial Hmbs—has re- 
sulted in a state of affairs connected with 
it almost exactly similar to the present 
status of bicycle racing. Each maker of 
limbs feels obliged to keep up his reputa- 
tion by exhibiting his own particular brand, 
and, inconsequence, putsa pickedand trained 
team in the field Wearing his own make of 
apparatus. There Will be at least ten mak- 
ers in the coming meet who will send teams, 
some of them as high as fifteen or twenty 
men, and every event is sure of being hotly 
contested on this account. 

Last summer’s national meet of cripples, 
held at Pittsburg, Was a most pronounced 
‘guecess. The present champions, who wen 
their titles on that occasion areas follows:

Two among them come from Chicago. 
Of these latter the best known is Iliff, who 
rode in the six-day bicycle race recently 
held at Tattersall’s. He claims the all- 
around championship of the world for men 
with two artificial legs. He is a native of 
Aurora, Ill., and was run over by an engine 
in the Burlington yards in this city in Octo- 
ber of 18938. When he recovered from the 
injury he was fitted with a pair of artificial 
limbs, and since then has made many rec- 
ords in athletic contests. His most remark- 
able claim ip a mile ona bicycle in 2:10. Some 
of the other records claimed by him are: 
Fifty-yard dash, 8 seBonds; standing back 
jump, 3 feet 10 inches; standing broad jump, 
6 feet 4 inches; 100-yard dash, 14 seconds. 

Local Representatives to Contest. 

The other local representative who has 
already won fame in these meets is Hopkins. 
He was a brakeman on the Burlington road 
and had both legs taken off by a switch 
engine in 1890. On his artificial limbs he has 
made the following records: Half mile waik, 
six minutes, ten seconds; mile walk, thirteen 


‘minutes, eleven séconds; 100-yard dash, sev- 


enteen seconds; standing broad jump with- 
out weights, five feet six and one-half inches; 
standing high jump, nineteen inches.

springs or cords in modern artificial limbs, 


except in some unusual cases. Special 
leather, wood, and iron fittings, assisted by 
spongy rubber, are the materials principally 
employed, and the rest is done by the muscles 
of the man himeelf. In a wooden leg fitted 
below the knee the thigh muscles and rub- 
ber cushions are sufficient for all the neces- 
sary motions, while a man with an artificial 
knee as well, has to use the muscles which 
raise his shoulder in swinging ahead his 
wooden member. 

Looked at in one way, the coming meet is 
a step forward in civilization. Although it 
is an athletic contest, where muscle is sup- 
posed to be pitted against muscle, and brawn 
against brawn, yet a large fraction of the 
necessary work done is accomplished by 
purely mechanical means. Carried to the 
limit, the contestant would become entirely 
artificial, making an athletic struggle pure- 
ly a mater of science and mechanical art. 
Ten years ago, as it Is,‘the performances 
which will take place on the Bankers’ field 
next June would not’ have been possible, 
and nothing but the invention of most clever 
mechanical contrivances now makes theaffair 
not only practicable but of the greatest 
popular interest.

Combine to Get Cheap Rates. 


Every morning a small army of men craw! 
out of bed at 2:30 o’clock and prepare to 
make their way to the Illinois. Central 
Freight Depot. They are the jobBtrs who 
make a business of handling fruit, thre 
teamsters who haul it, and storekéepers 
who are on the watch for bargains. They 
are all under the command of N. K. Good- 
rich, to whom all the cars come consigned 
and who is virtually the director general of 
the business. Freight rates are an import- 
ant item in the berry trade, especially when 
the shipments are made from distant peimts, 
and to gain the advantage of carload prices 
all the Soughern growers who ship tv this 
market ha an agreement by which Mr. 
Goodrich acts as middleman between them 
and the railway. A car will be loaded by 
a dozen growers with berries consigned to 
a dozen different commission houses in 
Chicago, but the car itself will be billed to 
Goodrich. 

He superintends the unloading at this end, 
checks off the amounts received by each 
commission merchant, and later in the day 
prorates the freight charge among them and 
collects it for the railway. By this ar- 
rangement the shipper of a dozen crates 
gets exactly the same freight rate per crate 
as the man who ships 500. If it were not for 
this coGperative deal the berry trade of the 
South would be cehtered in the hands of a 
few latge growers and the consumers in 
Chicago and other Northern cities would be 
forced to pay extravagant prices for what 
they buy. As it is Southern fruit-growing

this manner that nearby towns like Elgin, 
Joliet, Rockford, and’ similar places are 
supplied. What is left is laded into the 
wagons of the commission men and taken 
to their stores to be sold out to the best ad- 
vantage during the day. Southern berries 
come here ripe and fit to go on the table 
and for this reason must be disposed of on 
the day of arrival, as they soften and decay 
rapidly. 

Peddlers watch this feature of the market 
closely and aim to buy at a time when the 
fruit is still in fair condition, but to the 
practiced eye of the commission mar gives 
unerring Signs that it will not be safe to hold 
it any longer. Six o’clock finds the freight 
platform deserted save by the handlers of 
ordinary traffic. The berry train of six, 
eight, or ten cars has been unload-d and 
the bustling mob has gone with the fruit to 
get it into consumption as quickly as pos- 
sible. During the busy season sixty cars 
containing 9,000 crates of berries are fre- 
quently received here in one day, but when 
this is the case the market is glutted and a 
bad break in prices follows. Fifty cars is 
as much as Chicago can take care of in 
twenty-four hours and of these a goodly 
number are distributed to the tributary 
cities. 

Fast Time Made by Trains. 

Rapid transportation of perishable goods 
has been reduced to a science by the rail- 
roads.. Formally it took the Illinois Cent- 
ral 136 hours to get a train of freight from 
New Orleans to Chicago. Now the trip of 
912 miles is made in fifty-five hours. This 
result has. been secured by an ingenious 
system of through trains run on fast sched- 
ules and stopping only to get fuel or water 
and change engines, the collection of fruit 
being made by what are called “ pick-up ”’ 
trains. The fast through berry train leaves 
New Orleans every night at 8:30 o’clock. 
Some hours beforé this a “ pick-up ”’ train 
composed of a like number of cars placed 
in similar order is started. This goes ahead 
and collects the shipments at the vurious 
way stations, running on a schedule that 
will bring it to a given point at the time the 
through train is due there. Both trains 
stand side by side on the tracks and hy the 
time the engines are changed, trucks in- 
spected, and other essentials attended to, a 
transfer of freight has been made and the 
through train pulls out. 

In the meantime a similar “ pick-up” 
train is doing like work on thé next division 
and by this arrangement there is no delay 
in taking on a load. By the time the end of the 
berry belt is reached the cars are full and 
the engineer has only to pound away for 
Chicago at his best gait. When cars des- 
tined for more than one town are included 
in the train care is taken to place them in 
systematic order so they may be loaded 
with the proper consignments at the trans- 
fer stations and in this way the necessity 
for breaking bulk which has hitherto been 
an annoying cause of delay is entirely avoid- 
ed. So accurately is the movement of the 
through train arranged that for thirty-six 
consecutive days there was n@ consignment 
over five minutes late in reaching this city.

LIBEL AND CARTOON BILLS. 

Why are certain members of the Legis- 
lature so anxious to make the libel laws 
as severe and unjust as they were once and 
to make them more severe if possible? Oan 
it be that they think the enactment of the 
measures now pending in the House and 
Senate will serve to protect from deserved 
criticism city or country members who may 
put themselves on record by their votes as 
boodilers ? 

The Legislature will have to act soon on 
what are known as the Humphrey Dills. 
They embody the most infamous proposi- 
tions that have ever been submitted to an 
Illinois General Assembly. They surpass 
in rascality the lake-front job and the street 
railroad steals vetoed by Yates and Oglesby. 

These bills if they became iaws would 
extend the franchises of the roads for fifty 
years. That would make the stocks and 
bonds of those roads more valuable. Then 
the present managers would unload the se- 
curities they hold on the Wall street specu- 
lators at the advanced price. Then the 
street railroads of this city would be run in 
the interest of those Eastern speculators. 
They would be enabled to fleece Chicago- 
ane by virtue of those provisions of these 
bills which contemplate taking from the peo- 
ple the right’to change the rates of trans- 
portation from time to time as justice may 
require, The cost of transportation per pas- 
senger twenty years hence might be only 
half what it is now, and yet under this pro- 
posed legislation the future Wall street 
owners of the roads would be permitted to 
collect that 5 cent fare, which is excessive 
now. 

The Committee of One Hundred states 
that— 

A fatal objection to the proposed legislation is 
the provision that every street railway ordinance, 
now existing or hereafter enacted, ‘* shall -be 
deemed and held as to all the matters and things 
therein stipulated and agreed upon, and all pow- 
ers and privileges thereby granted, to be a con- 
tract ’’; and that every street railway in actual 
operation on the first Tuesday of September, 1897, 


shall have its ordinances extended for the period 
of fifty years from that date. This is an ex- 


traordinary proposition and is made solely in be- 
half of corporate greed as against public interests. 
No justification for it can be found, and its only 
explanation lies in the desire of the street rail- 
way companies to continue to use thé public streets 
of Chicago practically without compensation. 

Most of these ordinances which it is 
proposed to make into “ contracts” were 
passed by boodling Aldermen. They make 
no provision for compensation to the city. 
But many of them will expire in a few 
years, and then an honest Council can 
make the renewal of the grant dependent 
on the payment of proper compensation. 


KANSAS AND “INORDINATE WEALTH.” 
A Kaneéas organization of Populists is ad- 
vocating an amendment to the Federal Con- 
stitution which shall impose a tax on “ inor- 
dinate wealth.” The State Legislature has 
helped along the project by passing a resolu- 
tion urging that a vote on such an amend- 
ment be taken in 1900, and an effort is being 
made to win recruits to the proposition in 
other States. Like many other proposals 
that emanate from Kansas, this one is ex- 
tremely deficient in any’ precision of mean- 
ing. No one attempts to define what is 
meant by “inordinate wealth.” It is un- 
fortunate that the Kansans have not fur- 
nished this definition, for it happens that 
many other persons in connection with other 
propositions have used this expression, ** in- 
ordinate wealth,” but always with the same 
vagueness and lack of explanation. 

The common practice seems to be for a 
man to regard that wealth “ inordinate ” 
which is greater than his own. ‘This is ap- 
plicable to any scale, the man with $400 a 
year fixing an income of $2,000 as “ inordi- 
nate,” the man earning $10,000 regarding 
$100,000 a year as “ inordinate,” and so on 
up until probably even the millionaire com- 
plains secretly to himself of the “ inordi-. 
nate wealth” of the man with ten or more 
millions, This varying view of the wérd 
“inordinate” of course is not sufficiently 
explicit to throw any light on the intent of 
the Kansas project. It would be easier to 
know what the idea of these people is if they 
limited their plan to Kansas alone, because 
there are no great fortunes in that State 
and most of the people are in moderately 
comfortable circumstances except those 
who live on the western farms which suffer 
from drought. Perhaps these Populists 
would say that a man who had a Kansas 
farm of 160 acres did not possess inordinate 
wealth, but was only fairly well off. They 
might admit that this was the case also if 
the farm, instead of being worth only $50 an 
acre, happened to be particularly fruitful 
or near a big city, where the products could 
be disposed of to good advantage, and was 
consequently worth about $100 an acre. It 
is unfortunate that the Kansans do not 
begin by améhding their own Constitution 
if they can and then go for the inordinate 
wealth of Kansas, 

It is unfortunate also that they do not 
specify what they propose to do with that 
wealth when they get it. Various schemes 
have been devised by other people in other 
places for disposing of the wealth they 
happened to regard as inordinate, the most 
promising of which was to divide it among 
those who possessed little or no wealth so 
as to even things up. It may be that the 
Kansas Populists don’t propose to go that 
far at present, but they may be thinking of 
using this wealth when they shall have 
seized it for the support of the government 
and for furnishing officers for an army of 
tax-eaters as long as the money holds out. 
This would relieve the people for the time 
from the burden of paying taxes, but when 
all this inordinate wealth had been used up, 
they would find that because of having ac- 
quired extravagant habits they would be 
much worse off than before and would have 
to go to work when work was not 80 easy. 

The probability is that these people have 
no defigite ideas on the subject. They 
don’t know what sort of an amendinent 
they would make to the Federal! Constitu- 
tion or the Constitution of Kansas. They 
are actuated simply by an unreasoning 
hatred of rich men, a sentiment often found 
among ignorant and unthinking people in 
other parts of the United States. They 
don’t pretend to define what “ inordinate 
wealth ” is, even to themselves. They pro- 
ceed on the assumption that any man witha 
large amount of money must have acquired 
it by improper methods and must be making 
a use of it which is harmful to the com- 
munity. Let us take the case of a typical 
man who has a large amount of wealth, 
whether inordinate or ordinate. The only 
way in which he can increase that wealth 
or keep it from wasting away is to use it 
reproductively. If he sits in the middle of 
his hoard of dollars they will not increase 
in number, but on the contrary they will 
fade away before the continuous inroads 
of the tax collector. This man must either 
use his money directly in manufacture or 
some other reproductive manner or iend 
it to others who may use it in business en- 
terprises, either in great commercial under- 
takings, in building or equipping railroads, 
or in establishing and operating manu- 
factures. In all these cases, whether the 
owner of the wealth uses it himself or 
through the agency of others, the wealth is 
used largely for the purpose of paying 
wages, employing labor, and paying com- 
mercial rates to employés. ‘THé greater 
the wealth of the individual—tXe more “ in- 
ordinate ” it is from a Kansas point of view 
-—the greater the number of men he is able 
to employ, the gréater amount of wages he 
can pay out, and the greater the quantity 
of the products of others will be consumed 
by these men employed. Is the man who 
thus employs a large number by reason of 
this act a public enemy? If so, where 
would the Kansans draw the line? If the 
man Whose “inordinate wealth” allows 
him to employ 10,000 men is a foe to the 
best interests of the community, but the 
ordinarily well-to-do citizen who can em- 
ploy only 10 men is not, at what point be- 
tween these extremes does a man cease to 
be a benefit and begin to be an enemy to 
the people? The little Kansas pork packer 
with a dozen men on his pay-roll would be 
regarded as an eminently desirable citizen, 
to be encouraged and helped, but Mr, Ar- 
mour, Who furnishes support ccnstartly 
probably to 10,000 families, would be rated 
by these Kansan# as a man who must be 
attacked and stripped of his “ inordinate 
wealth,” with the result, of course, that 


turn into “ contracts ” to run for fifty years, 
to rob the city and its people. 

There is so much money in these bills 
that it is asserted they can be put on the 
statute books even over a Governor’s veto. 
For Tanner is sure to veto them if they 
reach him. Can it be that men who are 
thinking of voting for these Humphrey 
measures and pocketing their share of the 
boodlé want to see more rigid libel laws 
enacted, in the hope ,that the press may 
be intimidated thereby and may not use 
the critic’s rod? 

If any such idea as this is at the bottom 
of this proposed libel legislation those who 
entertain it might as well understand now 
that they are utterly mistaken. These libel 
bills will be no better protection than a 
frame house would be a protection against 
the fury of a Kansas cyclone. 

The reason is this: These Humphrey 
bills have “ fraud” written’all over them. 
No man can vote for them—uniless he is an 
idiot—and be ignorant of their real char- 
acter. So whoever votes for these bills 
puts himself on record deliberately as a 
perjured scoundrel. 

The papers in Chicago, and in the State 
at large, will speak in such terms of =very 
man, from/city or country, who votes for 
these measures. They will continue doing 
so as long as those men live. They may 
sue for libel, one and all, but not a cent 
will they recover under the present libel law 
or any harsher law -that may be enacted. 

The defendant would put in evidence the 
official record, showing that the plaintiff 
had voted for the Humphrey bills. The 
latter would not deny that he had done so. 
On this plea of justification no twelve mer 
in Illinois, serving as jurors, would return 
a verdict for the plaintiff. The defendant 
would be thagked for the service he had 
rendered the public. 

When the old libel law, which it is sought 
to restere, was in force there was boodling 
in Legislature and Council. The papers 
did not hesitate to expose the boodiers then, 
and they will not hesitate to do so here- 
after, no matter what the libel law may 
be. They have nothing to fear as long as 
they can convince a jury they are telling the 
truth. 

So would-be boodlers need not imagine 
that they can get immunity from keen 
and constant criticism if they go wrong. 
Therefore the wisest thing for them to do 
is to unite with the honest members in 
decapitating the Humphrey bills and send- 
ing the remains back to their author with 
the compliments of the Legislature.

The proceeds of the second “ di- 
vide” would in turn be squandered and down 
would come the “ ifordinate wealth ” limit 
again, and so on to the end of the chapter. 
It is the old communistie idea, the fallacy of 
which has been denionstrated over and over 
again. But the Kansas people are wasting 
their time. There will be no such amend- 
ment to the Federal Constitution as they 
propose. But while they gre agitating the 
subject and infusing into it a certain fic- 
titious interest. they ought at least to state 
what their present estimate of “ inordinate 
wealth ” is, so the epuntry can know what 
it is they think they Want. 


SAVE THE MERIT LAW. 
Senator “ Eddy "” Dwyer, representing the 
Seventeenth and HWighteenth Wards and 
part of the Dleventh Ward, says of the civil 


service law: 

We are responsible for the law and it defeated 
us last Tuesday. Mr, Hartison’s vote was larger 
than that received by the combined opposition. 
On what other grounds can we account for that 
than enmity of a majority of ‘the people to civil 
service? He made it the main issue of his cam- 
paign and boasted of what he would de with the 
law if elected, 


The responsibility for the civil service law | 


rests upon the 109,000 voters whe voted for 
it in 1895 to 59,000 who voted against it, and 
there is nothing to indicate that the former 
have changed their views since that time. 
If they have any regret on this matter it 
is that the law did not go into immediate 
effect. In that cease there would not have 
been five or #ix thousand appointments 
made outside of it. The whole municipal 
service, with the exceptions provided for by 
the law, would have been brought under 
the merit system. 

Mr. Harlan*stood by the law all through 
his candidacy. Mr. Hesing advocated it 
with all his ability. Judge Sears made it 
conspicuous in nearly every speech he de- 
livered, and pledged himself if elected to en- 
force it vigorously. The 189,754 votes cast 
for these three candidates represented that 
many votes for the law and its enforcement, 
The sixty or seventy thousand non-voting 
Republicans are advocates of the law, so 
are many Democrats who voted for Har- 
rison. Were it submitted to the people of 
Chicago today it would be carried by an 
overwhelming majority. 

As to Mr. Harrison, he was nominated 
upon a platform which declares— 


We favor the merit system in the conduct of 
public affairs, but denounce the Republican ad- 
ministration of the last two years for its prosti- 
tution of the civil service law by perverting its 
objects and making it the instrument of partisan 
machinery, and we demand the immediate dis- 
charge of every inefficient and dishonest public 
servant who now holds office through the farcical 
and fraudulent administration of the civil service 


law. 

Mr. Harrison has said that he favors the 
enforcement of the law. : He deciared that 
if elected he would discharge all unworthy 
Republicans appointed by Mayor Swift be- 
fore the commission was appointed. This 
he can certainly do if he so elects, as these 
men are not under the protection of the 
law, but their successors must be appointed 
under the provisions of the law, and no re- 
movals can be made in the classified civil 
service except in accordance with its pro- 
visions. Whatever Swift men may go out 
the Harrison men must come in under the 
law, and this is Mr. Harrison's best protec- 
tion. There is every reason why he should 
oppose its repeal. What he may do with 
men appointed before the law was in opera- 
tion has no bearing upon the ease at all. 
That is his privilege if he so desires to exer- 
cise it. But, for a Republican Legislature 
deliberately to repeal this great safeguard 
of honest government and to menace the 
municipal business with an invasion of in- 
competency, corruption, loose management, 
dishonest accounts, etc., would be not only 
bad morals but worse politics. If Demo- 
crats wdnt to annul the law let them 
put themselves on record, but that any 
Republicans should join hands with Dem- 
ocratie spoilsmen to bring about this result 
is incomprehensible. The Republican party 
cannot afford to repeal the law, whether as 
a matter of principle or of politica! policy. 


THE AIRSHIP PASSES OVER CHICAGO. 

The airship which is enjoying a jaunt 
across the country arrived over Chicago 
fortunately at a time when an ample ex- 
planation was at hand to relieve the spec- 
tacular night errant of much of its mystery. 
It would be more exact perhaps to say that 
several ample explanations are extant, any 


one of which doesn’t give mystery the ghost 


of a chance. The Secretary of the Aero- 
nautical Association, of course, ought to be 
best posted on these ships that cavort in the 
night, and he explains the whole affair in 
a way that should satisfy the most exact- 
ing. The aerial craft is on its way to Wash- 
ington—probably looking for a job. It has 
flown all-the way from the Western coast, 
and is distinctly a high flyer in every sense 
of the word. There are only three occu- 
pants of the craft instead of a regiment, as 
some have declared, and it is not surprising 
therefore that this aeronautical expert 
should regard the “ exaggerated stories con- 
cerning the ship laughable.” The plain, 
unvarnished narrative of the aforesaid ex- 
pert goes on to gay that it was the inten- 
tion of the three people who are taking such 
f lofty view of the world to drop off at Chi- 
cago and hold a reception, but owing to the 
uncertainty of finding anything to receive 
and the hazard attending taking these long 
drops in windy cities, they determined to 
anchor on 4 propitious cloud, as it were, and 
resume their journey In the morning, The 
aeronautical expert does not explain his tele- 
phonic method of obtaining these later data, 
but no one will be sufficiently skeptical as 
to require an explanation.

BRING OUT ALL THE FACTS. 

The Trustees of the University of Lilinois 
appear to have been victims of misplaced 
confidence in Altgéld, but this will not ex- 
cuse them for their own gross negligence in 
managing the affairs of the institution. 
They have on their own confession per- 
mitted the Treasufer, OC. W. Spalding, to 
handle cash and securities to the extent of. 
nearly a million dollars without making a 
pretense of examining his accounts in a busi- 
ness-like way, and without even assuring 
themselves that he had a sufficient bond in 
case of any disaster such asthe present. The 
tangle seems to grow more inextricable daily 
and all hope of an immediate settlement is 
based on the asemrance that Mr. Spalding 
will be called tipon to surrender the re- 
sources to his successor in office on next 
Tuesday. In the meantime Mr. Spalding 
cannot be found, as far as the public knows, 
and everybody connected .with the affair 
seems disposed to be as little communicative 
as possible. It is not apparent what good 
can be accomplished by this secrecy. The 
matter is one in which the public has the 
right to know the facts and know them as 
speedily as possible, There has been too 
much secrecy already. There has been too 
much of an assumption that this institu- 
tion, supported largély by the people’s 
money, is the private property of a few 
men, to be run as they think best, without 
giving explanations to anybody. It seems 
to have begun in 1893, when Altgeld, then 
Governor of the State, made such a strenu- 
ous and successful effort to get his friend 
Spalding made the Treasurer of the uni- 
versity and the custodian of its funds. He 
practically forced this man on the Trustees 
through the persuasive power of his official 
position. But they balked. considerably 
when the list of Spalding’s bondsmen was 
presented to them; and the securities were 
approved at last only “ on the advice of the 
Governor.” The record of the meeting of 
Sept. 12, 1893, expresses the action in these 
words: 

The undersigned, your Finance committee, begs 
leave to report that at a meeting held in Chicago 
Aug. 2, 1898, at which time there was present, in 
addition to your committee, Gov. John P. Altgeld, 
the matter of the approval of the bond of Charles 
W. Spalding. Treasurer-elect, was considered, 


and. after a careful examination by the committee, 
and on the advice of the Governor, the securities 


were approved, 

What really happened, it has transpired, 
was that Altgeld did not merely give his 
“‘ advice,” but added to it the most vigorous 
entreaty and insistence that his unqualified 
indorsement of the bond be actepted. Alt- 
geld went so far as to put in a letter now 
in the possession of. a former member of the 
board words the substance of which are: 


If this bond were submitted to me qs a Judge 
on the bench I would be compelled to accept it. 


Probably the Trustees did not know at 
the time why Spalding waswo anxious to 
be their Treasurer and why Altgeld was 
so eager to get him appointed and his bond 
accepted at once. The developments of the 
last few days show that even at that time 
Spalding’s bank, the Globe Savings Bank, 
was in straitened circumstances, that a 
sixty-days’ notice to depositors would soon 
expire, and that cash was sorely needed. 
What could come in haadier than to get the 
funds of the university? Altgeld’s personal 
interest was that of a heavy stockholder in 
the bank, in which he had been Vice-Presi- 
dent and director before his election as Gov- 
ernor. So Altgeld saved the bank and his 
stock by forcing Spalding on the Trustees 
with a bond they could not accept without 
Altgeld’s insistence that his own indorse- 
ment of the sureties be accepted. Altgeld 
again seems to have been the main prop of 
the bank and Spalding two years ago, when 
he violated all precedent at least by turn- 
ing over to Spalding practically a total ap- 
propriation of more than $400,000, which 
should have been drawn out of the State 
Treasury only as it was needed from time 
to time by the university. 

In spite of the effort to keep the details 
of this extraordinary affair from the public 
Tue TRIBUNE succeeded in ascertaining 
the names of the bondsmen of Spalding and 
the lists of bonds and other securities com- 
prising the endowment fund of nearly $400,- 
000, which it is feared has not been kept 
intact. THw Trirpune’s investfations have 
revealed the fact that, in the opinion of 
many responsible persons, the bondsmen 
could not possibly scrape together but a 
portion of the bond they stand for. Tue 
TRIBUNE will get at the bottom facts as 
far as it is able, but the Trustees should be 
doing all in their power to atone for their 
own negligence by assisting in this investi- 
gation instead of obstructing it. Mr. Spald- 
ing’s disappearance is not an act to inspire 
confidence that on next Tnesday, as prom- 
ised, he will be able to step boldly forward 
and account for all the funds and bonds of 
which he has been custodian. Mr. Spald- 
ing appears to have been kiting along for 
several years on the ragged edge of failure 
and only sustained by Altgeld, who dipped 
into the public funds in at least a question- 
able manner in order to protect this bank. 
It will be well also to investigate fully, now 
that the investigation spirit is aroused, the 
entire complicity in this affair of Altgeld, 
the man who, it will be remembered, prom- 
ised the people to manage their State insti- 
tutions so wisely, so prudently, so econom- 
ically.

An 
opportune tear, a well-timed blaze of indig- 
nation, a prudent, sustained, and -inexor- 
able silence, and even at times a dexterous 
manipulation of some light piece of furni- 
ture like a rolling-pin, have been known to 
subdue a man who would not flinch before a 
blazing battery, but, uatil experiment shall 
have proved the contrary, these weapons of 
offense and defense are not believed to be 
trustworthy when an enemy in war times 
has been carried by his angry passions be- 
yond the sway of psychological assaults on 
his conscience or the seat of his emotions, 
Experience unquestionably prescribes a 
battleax or any other large, blunt instru- 
ment at such a time if the supply of bullets 
has given out.

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Alarm ‘kone the “te eae i ‘Austriae 
Threatened by Judenhetze—Look«~ 
ing Toward the United States. 


The remarkable triumph of the anti-Sem- 
itic party in Austria in the recent general 
elections has so greatly alarmed the Jews in 
that section of Francis Joseph’s empire that 
many of them will, in times not far off, fol- 
low in the wake of that large body of their 
Russian brethren who within recent years 
have sought a new home in the United 
States. There are in the whole empire less 
than 2,000,000 Jewa, or about one-fourth as 
many as there are in Russia, and though 
there are not a few very rich men among 
them, the great majority of them are nearly 
as poor as the Mnillions of their Russian co- 
religionists. The impoverished class are the 
severest sufferers from the bitter anti-Jew- 
ish sentiment that has come into existence 
in Austria, and it fs naturally the members 
of this class that are most desirous of chang- 
ing their country and.seeking.a better one 
in the United States, where the prejudices 
of race are so much less powerful than else- 
where. In recent years there has been a 
considerable Jewish immigration to this 
country from Austria, more especially from 
the Province of Galicia; but, in New York at 
least, the Galician Jews are generally 
lumped in with the Russian Jews and spoken 
of as such, There ig hardly ever any dis- 
crimination between the thousands of them 
living here and the hundreds of thousands 
of their Russian brethren. 

Last ‘year the Jewish immigration to 
American ports from Russia and other Eu- 
ropean countries was of less magnitude than 
it had been in some previous years. This 
was largely because the reports of hard 
times here had reached all parts of Europe. 
Now that reports of an improvement here 
have been promulgated’ thefe,“it may be 
taken for granted that the steerage of in- 
coming ships will be more and nore crowded 
with passengers. If the Jewish movement 
hither from Austria shall be much stimu- 
lated by the recent anti-Semitic manifesta- 
tions there, any falling off in the fmmigra- 
tion of Russian Jews will be made up for. 
In every year of the last decade the body 
of Russian and Polish Jews landed at Ellis 
Island has been numbered by tens of thou- 
sands. It is estimated by the American 
leraelite that the Jewish population of the 
United States is not leas now than 1,000,000, 
more than one-third of it belonging to this 


clty.

Revolutionary Style of Boat.

space between the inner and outer shells to 
be occupied by the water ballast tanks for 
sinking the boat, coal bunkers, and com- 
pressed air chambers. The upper half of the 
outer shell is made of the best armor plate 
half an inch thick. 

On the inside bulkheads of steel divide thie 
interior of the boat into seven compartments, 
while the floors are likewise made of special 
steel. Amidship is. the boiler room. It ex- 
tends four feet forward and five feet aft of 
the midship ‘line, forming a _ steel-walled 
room nine feet long. The pilot’s cage in the 
armored turret is over this room. 

Directly aft of the boiler-room is. the ma- 
chinery compartment, twenty feet in length, 
and still further back of this are three rooms, 
the first of which is five feet long, the second 
seven feet, and the third five feet. These 
apartments are for the crew of eight men, 
storage, and necessary domestic arrange- 
ments. In front of the boiler-room the space 
is taken up by rooms for storage batteries, 
the two torpedo launching tubes with their 
ammunition, and the compressed air tubes, 
together with a minimum of space necessary 
for operating all of these. 


Two Kinds of Motive Power. 


Of course in a submarine boat novel meth- 
ods must be used to keep a constant supply 
of motive power available. As coal is prac- 
tically the only means of transporting any 
considerable amount: of energy, stcam pow- 
er is relied upon principally for use. Hand- 
some triple expansion engines with tubular 
boilers of the most approved pattern are 
the outfit designed to be the principal source 
of energy. But when trips are to be made 
under water, electricity will take the place of 
steam, and a set of storage batteries with 
their motors .will furnish power until the 
surface is reached again. 

When running on. the surface the boat is 
expected to make fifteen knots an hour, and 
when running awash—with only the sup- 
erstructure visible, and with three feet of 
water over the hull—the speed is reduced to 
fourteen knots. Completely submerged and 
dependent on its electric storage batteries 
and dynamos, its speed will be eight knots 
an hour. The boat can keep up this gait 
for six hours before the batteries require 
recharging. For a period of five minutes 
a speed of thirteen Knots an hour can be 
kept up beneath the waves. When under 
water the light mecessary for working the 
machinery and attending to the needs of the 
vessel Will be supplied by the storage bat- 
teries. In necessary caseg they will also 
furnish a current for a powerful searchlight, 
which will shine out of a heavy plate glass 
window in front. 

The main feature of all submarine boats 
is necessarily the air supply, and in the 
Holland craft this is arranged for in a man- 
ner which apparently will permit of long 
continued navigation under the surface. 
When the boat dives, valves are opened 


‘from the steel tanks which contain the air 


condensed under.the pressure of 2,000 
pounds.to the square inch. By this means 
the atmosphere inside the vessel is kept 
wholesome for six to eight hours, for the 
foul air is easily expelled. It is not neces- 
sary for the boat to rise to the surface even 
when the air stored in its tanks has become 
exhausted, for in such a case a length of 
two-inch cotton hose is unwound from 2a 
reel and its free end attached to a float 
which rises to the surface carrying the hose 
with it. Through this orifice fresh air is 
pumped in by electricity and the tanks re- 
filled under presrure.

object_under water. A wonderful feature 
of the new submarine boat.is.a contrivance 
by. which the pilot can get his bearings.even 
when many feet below the surface. It-con- 
sists of a telescoping stovepipe arrangement 
reaching from the boat to above the surface 
of the water and containing a series of 
lenses and mirrors.

This method is not 
entirely relied upon, however, since the boat 
is provided with vertical screws for sirking 
perpendicularly when it is at rest. When 
Steaming at full speed ahead the boat can 
dive obliquely beneath the waves by means 
of its horizontal rudders or wings, which 
can be placed at any desired angle in a few 
seconds. To steer the boat a single vertical 
rudder, not differing materially from those 
attached to surface vessels, is to be used. 


How Boat Will Be Used. 
This is the way Inventor Holland pro- 


Poses to operate his boat in the event of 
a war: It will steam along toward a hos- 


tile fleet until just outside of range. When / 


that point is reached the pilot touches an 
electric button and immediately a series 
of clever devices is put in operation as a 
result of which the curious engine of war- 
tare disappears from. sight beneath the 
waves. The funnel and air tube by a new in- 
vention are telescoped into the vessel and 
a Fagg Vb oe compartment covers the aper- 
ture down which they have vanished. At 
the same moment the fires are banked and 
water begins to flow into the ballast tank. 
Then the side fins change from a horizontal 
Position to an angle and down the boat dives, 
carried on by the force of the stegm still re- 
maining in the boilers. When that has be- 
come exhausted the connections with the 
propeller shaft are changed’ by a movefhent 
which couples on the electric motors, which 
are capable of propelling the boat sixteen, 
hours after the steam is exhausted. After 
approaching to within a couple of hundred 
feet of a vessel the torpedo is thrown and 
the boat backs away.

Now it is. perfectly plain that neither 
musical farce nor romantic drama are at all 
akin to the great masterpieces of the stage, 


‘nor are they the means by which a play- 


wright would have worked upon the feelings 
of our forefathers. ‘“‘In Gay New York” 
has confessediy nothing in the world to do 
with the presentation of human character 
upon the stage, and no one goes to see such 
a production for any intellectual or emo- 
tional enjoyment. “ Held by the Enemy” 
or “ Secret Service’ is equally distant from 
genuine drama, because we enjoy such a 
play, not for the human interest aroused, 
but because it is amusing to observe how 
a clever writer can work out @ plot which 
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country, cam hardly be overestimated: 
for it does away almost. entirely 
with those financial troubles which were 
apt in the past to aseail even the most fiour- 
ishing troupes of players, and which only last 
week brought distress upon the “ Shamus 
O’Brien " company. 

But the main utility of this recently formed 
syndicate, it is maintained, lies in its educa- 
tional value. With increasing commercia] 
prosperty we may expect a large demand for 
theatrical entertainment of every kind; and 
it is not at all likely that any one firm or 
combination of firms will be allowed to hold 
the field unchaNenged. One thing, however. 
is certain, that any manager who desires to 
compete on any large scale in the future will 
have to employ the same business methods 
and the same power of organization which 
has made a firm of Hayman & Frohman 
60

sion. There can be little doubt that the

art. Mr. Sydney 
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is full of stage difficulties and exciting inci- 
dents; in other words, what we admire most 
is the ingenuity of a mechanic rather than 
the touch of the true artist. 

Two things have to be taken into consid- 
eration in dealing with the question. First 
of all, our fcrefathers, if they wemt to t 
theater at all, were trained playgoers, who 
could appreciate genuine acting, and. could 
relish a fine literary flavor, They were con- 
noisseurs- who could detect the difference 
in an instant between wine of good vintage 
and the cheap imitation, Our audiences of 
today are drawn from a different source. 
They are composed to a large extent of 
people who have not been brought up to 
patronize the theater, and know nothing of 
the traditions of the stage. They cannot, 
therefore, tell good acting from bad im the 
first place. are lacking in 


wonder at the popularity of “ The Heart of 
Maryland,” whose artistic value, either as 
drama or literature, is almost nil, when 
we remember that the majority of the eudi- 
ence cannot tell the difference between Mr. 
Belasco’s dialogue and Mr. Pinero’s, except 
ther prefers the former. Doubtless 
the public taste is being slowly educated, 
but the enormous increase in the number of 
wary in recent years makes the move- 
almost imperceptible. It will be a 
long time before an ayerage audience can 
thoroughly enjoy such a delicate comedy 
as ‘‘ Armes and the Man,” for the simple rea- 
pon that in order to appreciate the satire 
it is necessary to have just that knowledge 
of the stage which is at present so generally 
lacking. 

It is quite impossibje to conceive a modern 
audience finding much enjoyment in the 
comedies of Aristophanes, which, as broad 
comedies go, have never been surpassed, 
Imagine Aristophanes alive today, and sup- 
pose that he wrote a new "“ Frogs,"’ in which 
he played upon the foibles of Tennyson and 
Browning, or a new “ Ciouds,”’ in which he 
ransacked the works of Herbert Spencer and 
Prof. Huxley. To do this would be strictly 
speaking equivalent to his marvelously 
comic portraits of Euripides, of Cleon, and 
of Socrates, and yet how could he raise a 
laugh today in an audience that has never 
read Browning, that has just heard of Her- 
bert Spencer? 

The Gaity burlesques of Fred Leslie’s day 
were better than the medley which is now 
called musical] comedy, and ie neither mu- 
sical nor comie, but even “ Ruy Blas” and 
* Faust-Up-to-Date ” had little of the true 
comic spirit about them. It is ignorance on 
the part of the large body of playgoers which 
prevents the creation of real comedy today, 
and it is an aversion to illusion which makes 
tragedy almost impossible. 

This impatience of illusion is particularly 
characteristic of America and it stands in 
the way of any lasting appreciation of true 
dramatic art. We have only to read the 
dramatic criticisms of bygone write:s or of 
living French critics to see that they regard- 
ed the theater from a totally different point 
of view. It was and is possible tor them to 
enter into the whole illusion, to imagine that 
they are witnessing the passage of real 
events, to share the genuine emotions of 
the characters in the play. With us it seems 
almost impossible to take a play seriously; 
or if we do we feel rather ashamed of our 
selves afterwards, We prefer to sit outside 
the world which is beiag depicted on the 
stage, we pick holes in the performance, we 
smile at any show of emotion and think more 
of an actor’s dress or intonation than his 
power to portray human character. 

The heterogeneous nature of the average 
audience of today, the wani of experience, 
and a certain lack of seriousness in the na- 
tional character are sufficient to explain the 
change in our theatrical productions. 

But there is another element at work which 
encourages this want of appreciation of 
great dramatic art. There is a tenlercy 
at present toward free thought in matters 
of art, and many who alew years ago would 
not have dared to criticise Shakspeare or 
Dickens have found that it is not only easier 
to scoff at great men but much more profit- 
able. In matters theatricai this rebellious 
movement has recently acquired great 
strength by the support given to it by Mr. 
Bernard Shaw, the able critic of the Sat- 
urday Review; and the consequence is that 
those who have always had a covert disliks 
for Shakspeare find themselves suddenly in 
the fashion and are not afraid to bray some- 
what loudly in the general chorus of heretics. 


Now, Mr. Shaw is a clever man, far too 
clever to make many serious mistakes in 
judgment, and he not only understands 
Shakspeare, but he doubtless has a great 
admiration for the Elizabethan. He knows, 
furthermore, that any one who affects to 
despise Shakspeare is a far greater fool than 
the man: who praises blindly all that was 
ever attributed to the author of ** Hamlet.”’ 
In his recent fulminations against Henry 
Irving and the Lyceum policy in general he 
has decried the productions of Shakspearean 
plays, not because they are not worth the 
trouble, but because the Englishman seems 
to regard such plays as the only possible out- 
come of rea] dramatic art, instead of en- 
deavoring to create modern plays which may 
be placed in the same class. As long as 
Shakspeare is held up as an unapproacha- 
ble ideal, modern dramatic art must suffer, 
because it is robbed of originality and be- 
comes merely imitative. It was therefore 
incumbent upon Mr. Bernard Shaw'to point 
out that a nineteenth ceptury drama might 
conceivably be evolved which should»zival 
that of the fifteenth, and that a man need 
not necessarily be ostracised because he 
preferred Pinero to Shakspeare. 

That is simply a common sense view 
of the matter. Unfortunately the 
groundlings have imagined that Shakspeare 
stands for serious drama (the error which 
Mr. Shaw is endeavoring to contradict), 
an@ think they can well afford to prefer 
frivolous amusement to true art because 
they have the authority of a great critic 
tosupport them. _ 

One thing may be regarded as certain: 
that in the next century there will be little 
left of the drama of today and yet Shak- 
speare will reign on as the supreme master 
of all that is poetic on the stage. We fail 
to appreciate his works today, y be- 
cause the taste for poetry has died out, and 
we have lost our sense of form, but there 
can be little doubt that time will restore the 
educated eye that loves perfection of form 
both in Mterature and music and painting, 

“ In the meantime there are a few consoling 
signs of better things. It was as pleasing 
as it was unexpected to note the popularity 
of “For Bonnie Prince Charlie,” as pro- 
duced by the Tabers in New York, for there 
was something akin to the best poetic drama; 
and the success achieved by the independ- 
ents in London, who endeavor to keep the 
spark of seriousness alive, is a most cheer- 
ing cle. It ie unfortunate that they 
are almost confined to Ibsen and his im- 
itators at present, for there are many to 
whom Ibsen must be always rather distaste- 
ful. Still his works are dramatic and they 
are serious and that is the main thing to 
be desired. 
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The theatrical situation in Chicago is not 


in 
to maintain a permanent stock 
, Chieage, for the performance 
light comedy. Mr. Palmer and the 
company were there when the theater 
opened, but the light comedy wae lacking. 
Now, it would be a great boom to play- 
goers in Chicago if the scheme could be 
made practicable, and the Great Northern 
is certainly the place for it under certein 
conditions. There are at present two stock 
companies in New York, under the Hayman 
and Frohman control, at the Empire end the 
Lyceum. These companies have produced 
several plays this winrer, which have been 
most successful, and yet cannot be seen in 
Chicago until next winter, when the bloom 
will have worn off to a considerable ex- 
tent. Take, for instance, “ Under the Red 
Robe.” This is probably the best of the 
romantic dramas, and probably also the 
last. We shall see it next season in Chica- 
go, but who can tell whether the public will 


Even “Secret Service,” when it visits us, 
will be an old play instead of a new one, 
and lighter works, such as ** The First Genp 
tleman of Burope,’’ which can command. a 
run of several weeks when new, are apt to 


time, in which they have been often dis- 
cussed. 

Now,supposing that Mr.Palmer and Messrs. 
Hayman and Frehman could come to an 
agreement, it would certainly be possible to 
support a stock company at the Great 
Northern which would produce such plays 
as ‘‘ Under the Red Robe” simultaneously 
with the New York production. 

The advantage of such an arrangement 
would be manifold. We should in the first 
place get a few of the new plays when they 
first come out, instead of having to walt 
until they have outstaid their welcome in 
New York and perhaps have gone out of 
vogue altogether. We should, in the second 
place, have a real theater in Chicago instead 
of a booking place for al! sorts of attractions. 
This in itself would raise the theater gener- 
ally in public estimation. Thirdly, thére 
would be a competent company on the spot 
capable of produeing a new play for a run, 
We are occasionally treated to a first night 
production in Chicago, but we know perfect- 
ly well that it is not a production in the true 
sense of the word; it is merely a dress re- 
hearsal preliminary to performance in New 
York. 

With a fine stock company at the Great 
Northern we might have a dozen real first 
nights in the year at least, and the new in- 
terest which would be created thereby 
would be almost incalculable. 

Mr. Palmer ought to consider the poss!- 
bilities of such a scheme, though it is hard to 
see how it could possibly be carried through 
at present without the codperation of the 
syndicate, because they can control most of 
the good actors in the country and most 
of the new plays. But, provided thatthe ar- 
rangement offered substantial remuneration, 
that codperation should not be hard to pro- 


cure,

have known every detail as to his height, 

weight, the color of his hair and eyes, with 

all the striking features of face, figure, pos- 
ture, and gesture. Of the heroes of Athens 
we have an intimate knowledge through 

coins, statues, and character studies. Such) 
Roman writers as Hortensius and Pliny ex- 
celled in the art of delineating the characters 

of great men. But the disciples of Christ 
were neither artists nor students skilled in 

personal delineation. Also the wonder of 
wisdom that fell from Christ’s lips and the 

majesty of his deeds overwhelmed his dis- 

ciples and caused the details of his personal 

appearance to pass under an eclipse. The 

history of the eighth century ‘thas ‘indeed 

sent down to us a letter of John of Damascus. 

He says: “ Jesus was of stately growth, with 

eyebrows that joined together, beautiful 

eyes, curly hair, in the prime of life, with 

black beard, and with a yellow complexion 

and long fingers like his mother.”’ This let- 

ter, however, like many others that have 
come down from the past, is without author- 

ity or credibility. The early centuries teem 

with portraits and personal descriptions of 

Christ, but scholars are agreed that not one 

portraiture is earlier than the third century. 

The portraits of Raphael, Da Vinci, and al? 
others, down to Hoffman's *‘ Study of Christ 

in the Temple,” are without exception ideal 
portraits. Strange enough, they follow the 

Greek models rather than the Jewish type. 

All of these ideal faces are interesting, but 

not one is authoritative.

Christ, among a people of black faces,'is 
élack. Even on our own continent there is 
a black Christ in the Church of Santo Do- 
mingo, in the City of Mexico, known as “ El 
Negro,” probably of Moorish origin, though 
in Byzantine style. Whatevr features of 


him may have been to hand were wrought 


out in the style of the times and the mood of 
the artist. Then as now imagination lent 
more than memory. The earliest known 
portraits differ as widely from one another 
as the latest. It could not be otherwise. 
Then there was no photography. Even with 
it today a group of pictures of any one person 
shows as many differences as likenesses. In 
free hand drawing this is vastly more so. 
People’s eyes are different, and they appre- 
ciate different things. The subjective force 
is strong. There is a deep individuality in 
all greatart. TheChrist face by Guido Reni, 
upturned, wearing the crown of thorns and 
bleeding. becomes another type when imi- 
tated by. other artists. Plockhorst, Hoff- 
man, and Gustav Richter have much in com- 
mon, but their expressions are quite their, 
own. Nothing else could be worth so much 
to us as this variety, and especially this 
bringing of the Christ features, so to speak, 
up to date. No Syrian picture of him could 
be of much worth now. Holman Hunt’s at- 
tempt to reprodaice the Syrian type and sur- 
roundings in the “ Shadow of Death” is 
neither artistic nor religious, though he vis- 
ited Palestine to qualify himself for it. It 


is on this account, no doubt, that the earliest 


portraits of Christ are lost. The people lost 
interest in them. They were out of touch 
with their lives. We do not preserve what 
ceases to inspire us. In this way the Christ 
art we. have now will be judged by our chil- 
dren, and what has not in it power to reach 
the human intelligence and heart steadily 
through all ages will perish. Let no one re- 
gtet that the face of Christ as lived is 
lost. Probably it would have no feature to 
move us today. He lived in a little land, and 
was adapted in his flesh to it. He livedina 
short era, and was what the times needed. 
Then his form was taken away that we might 
cherish his spirit and his message. The 
world has kept what it valued most and what 
I believe is most valuable, the record of his 
wise words, his patient, loving deeds, his suf- 
ferings, recalled es y at this Easter 
time, and his eternal optimism for ages of 
doubt and disappointment.

TYPES SHOW PERSONAL BELIEF.

Any choice of type in portraits of Christ 
must be based on personal religious belief. 
The ideal thus formed will be the standard 
by which various other representations shall 
be judged. 

I believe it impossible to represent divinity 
by material things, but if we look for the 
divine human, God in the flesh, we have thcn 
an idea that the material world can give ex- 
pression to, for the idea and its expression 
are on the same natural plane. 

This last conception of Christ finds its 
highest expression in “The Supper at 
Emmaus,” by Rembrandt in the Louvre. 

Each age has its Christ, and we have all 
shades of sentiment from the pure, ecstatic 
pictures of Fra Angelico, the monk of Filor- 
ence, who painted on Riis knees, to Jean 
Beraud, whose startling literalitres were the 
sensation of the Salon a year or two ago. 
Nothing, perhaps, is more typical of our 
age than the absence of religious pictures, 
and particularly pictures of Christ, What 
few there are are all too materialistic and 
unemotional.

CHRIST IN ART AN IDBAL MAN. 


art, simce art springs directly from the hfe 
of the people in whose midst it hasits béing; 
art is as yet too much the ideal dream of 
artists and not of the great stock of man. 
As art is the child of its age so is the Christ 
in art the child of its age. Testing the prod- 
ucts of the artists by our concepts we are 
disappointed, sentiment being quite a virile 
factor in art, we demand fit, and when they 
come into conjunction art and the Christ 
come to grief; the latter will not be limited 
within the formule of the art per se 
artists, and the former will not admit being 
touched by sentiment. So in high art the 
perfect Christ cannot be found, and the 
people’s art is yet te grow. 

Leonardo da Vinci has nearest fulfilled 
my concept of the Chrfst. We are told that 
he could not finish the Christ head to his 
satisfaction, and only succeeded to the ex- 
tent in which he did after he changed his 
portrait of Judas in’ his picture, which was 
intended.as an attack on one of the monks 
who acted as an irritant on him while he 
was painting the picture. There we have 
the man, who, though he knows his betrayer, 
yet has forgiven him; a calm, serene, mild, 
and simple man, the perfect man whom we 
would find today that he may be glorified in 
art. SolI conclude that to express the Christ 
we must express the perfect man, the man 
with love shining through the flesh we would 
disown; through the eyes of a people at war 
commercially or politically the Ecce Homo 
would again be judged as of yore. 


THE GREATEST PROBLEM IN ART. 


Ralph Clarkson, 


To depict the head of our Savior has given 
art its greatest problem. No other swbjéct 
bas shown the limitations of the painter's 
craft to a greater degree. From the time 
of the fourteenth century, when expression 
was added to symbolic form, artists have 
tried to picture the features and character 
of Christ. No one has succeeded in express- 
ing all, few more than one phase of that 
grand character. The impression of. the 
artist’s individuality may be disagreeable 
to us, and his conception entirely different 
from our idea. The representations that 
have given me the most satisfaction are 
those that are suggestive, leaving room for 
the flights of the imagination. The pastel 
head by Leonardo da Vinci in the Brera at 
Milan is like a vision of Christ. He is there 
the “Man of Sorrows,” acquainted with 
grief. Its charm is that it encourages the 
observer to weave his own ideal into the

All representations of Christ are inevita<« 
bly disappointing. Most contemporanevus: 
Christ-types are either so sickly and pretty 
that they awaken no respect, or else so real« 
istic as to prohibit all suggestion of spirit« 
uality. It is hardly to be expected that our 
highest ideal should ever--be realized in 
visible form. 

The Germans have given us some of the 
purest Christ faces. Hoffman's Christ itn 
the Garden is one of the finest that I know, 
though the technic of the picture is hopeless~- 
ly bad.. His famous Christ in the Temple is 
another beautiful work. On the whole 
Fritz von Uhde’s pictures have impressed 
me more than any other modern 
paintings. I refer to the earlier ones, of 
Christ visiting in modern peasant homes, 
particularly the one showing Christ ami4é 
the school children. . 

Munkacsy’s Christ before Pilate is wone 
derfully dramatic and is most effective, 
shows a type which is weak if not 
vicious. It is a literal likeness of a well

Lhermitte is one of the few Frenchmen 
who have been able to treat the theme in a 
reverent way. I admired much his supper 
at Emmaus, at the Columbian 
where he was wise enough to throw the su«

It is well that the features of the most 
perfect character of all time should be un- 
known to us, Even as many strive to imi- 
tate hi nd attain but faultily, yet are 
better for the striving, so our artists do wéll 
to attempt this most difficult of all problems 
though ever doomed to defeat.

An occasional visit to a manicurist is ad- 
visable, but when this is impossible one 
must be one’s own manicure, for the little in- 
struments are now sold cheaply.

Pretty Knickknacks in Glassware, 
Jewelry, Confectionery, Carved 
Leather, and Stationery Have 
Taken the Place of the Old Easter 


Growing in Popularity—What Is to 
Be Seen in the Shops. 


EVER before in the history of Easter- 
tide business has the list of novel- 
ties offered for sale been either so 
varied or numerous as it is this sea- 
son. Time was, and not so long ago, 

when the ordinary lithograph card or cellu- 
loid fancy card in imitation of valentines was 
about the only object which the young man 
sentimentally inclined could present as an 
Eastertide gift to his sweetheart. Today, 
however, he can secure scores of appropriate 
articles, either from the silversmith or jew- 
eler, the confectioner, the haberdasher, the 
crockery and glassware man, or the fancy 
leather worker. 

Two decided novelties are easily picked 
out this year from a mass of more or less 
desirable objects. For the first time in the 
Eastertide business the Easter flower vase 
has appeared, ard also the Baster sotvenir 
egg spoon. Both are exceptionally attract- 
ive, especially the Easter vase, and both are 
priced s0 reasonably low that they come 
easily within the acquisition of the humblest 
purse. The vases are delicately blown 
pieces of favrile glass, opalescent and show- 
ing a glow of coloring that no artist’s brush 
could hope to rival wherever the light 
strikes the vase, and so fragile in appear- 
ance that it seems almost as if a breath 
would dissipate their soap-bubble-like ef- 
fects. This is but an illusion, however, as the 
glass is strong. The vases are blown in all 
the imitation Etruscan and ancient Roman 
shapes,:and are intended for the display of 
flowers, from the glorious Easter lily to the 
tiny lily of the valley. In prices they range 
between 65 cents amd several dollars. 


Souvenir Egg Spoons. 


The Easter souvenir spoon is alsoa dainty 
creation. The spoon itself is-of gold, with a 
handle symbolical of Eastertide, and either 
of gold or gold and enamel. If any part of 
the handle is covered.with enamel, this latter 
material is hand-painted, the miniatures be- 
ing either floral or religious subjects. The 
spoons. also sell. reasonably, and according 
to a prominent dealer in these articles arein 
great demand this year for presents. But 
these are not the only objects one can find 
at the jeweler’s. Tiny lockets of gold, beau- 
tiful crosses suitably engraved with Easter 
sentiments, silver-bound Bibles, and floral 
enamel brooches in innumerable quantities 
are on show for the inspection and choice of 
patrons. The charms and brooches are cute 
floral designs, the petals of enamel repre- 
senting the easter lily, the crowns, the 
narcissus, the jonquil, and the daffodil, while 
the heart of the flower is a precious stone— 
emerald, ruby, or diamond. 


Novelties in Confectionery. 


If one’s means, however, are not such that 
these fancy novelties can be indulged in, the 
young man can still fall back upon thé con- 
fectioner. Here, too, he will find an almost 
countiess collection of unique bonmbonniéres, 
gotten up in all the stylesimaginable. Bun- 
nies and eggs, being also symbolical of the 
holiday, the confectioner has naturally made 
use of these animals in his designs for bon- 
bonniéres.

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BIGGEST WINE TUN EYER BUILT. 


It Is at Fresno, Cal., and Holds Pnough 
_ to Furnish Nine Million People 
a Drink Apiece. 


The largest cask tn the world has recently 
been completed at St. George Vineyard, lo- 
cated at Maltermoro, near Fresno, Cal. It 
contains 97,000 gallons, or enough to give 
9,000,000 persons each an ordinary wine glass 
full of its cuntents. It ts built of the finest 

lifornia redwood, and in all the vast 
-@mount of lumber used in constructing it 
there is not a single flaw. 

‘The object of building so large a cask is 
to keep on hand at .the St. George Vinéyard 
a uniform supply of wine, the contents of the 
cask being that wine of which the most is 
sold. Several years ago the necessity for 

ething of this sort became apparent. 

e build a cask of.the size referred to 
s€emed an impossibility at irst, but after the 


would fill two large freight cars, and their 
total .weight is 40,000 pounds. The cask 
towers to a height of thirty feet, and is 
twenty-six feet in diameter. If its contents 
could be piaced in unbroken bulk in freight 
cars it would take thirty of the biggest to 
hold them. 

As compare@ with other casks in which 
the vineyard company keeps its wine, the 
prmportion is about the same as that of a 
bunch of grapes to the parent vine.
